Count  Andrassy  'Makes  State- 
ment That  Terms  of  Latter 
Have  Already  Been  Made 
Known  to  President. 


LONDON,  Jan.  J.— Router's  Telegram 
Company  tonight  publishes  the  follow- 
ing concerning  the  reply  of  the  Entente 
Allien  to  President  Wilson's  recent  note 
suggesting  that  the  belligerent*  stats 
their  terms  for  peace:  "The  document 
le  still  undergoing  slight  modification 
of  the  draft,  and  will  not  be  published 
until  a  day  or  two  after  it  ia  in  the 
hands  of  the  President. 

"The  note  will  be  more  positive  than 
the  reply  to  Germany,  and  is  expected 
to  indicate  in  more  precise  fashion  the 
only  preliminaries  upon  which  the  Al- 
lies are  prepared  to  negotiate.  In 
again  going  over  the  ground  of  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  war  it  is  likely  that 
the  Allies  will  emphasize  the  only  pos- 
sible terms  for  peace,  thus  contrasting 
sharply  with'  the  .German  note,  which 
purposely  was  of  a  negative  character. 
Terms  Stated  to  President 

President  Wilson  now  knows  the 
peace  conditions  of  the  Teutonic  Allies, 
and  the  Kntcntc  Powers  can  learn  what 
they  are  from -him.  Count  Julius  An- 
drassy, formerly  premier  of  Hungary,  is 
quoted  as  saying  in*  a  dispatch  from 
Uudapest  *  forwarded  to  the  Central 
Mews  Agency  by  way  of  Arauterdim. 

The  statement  attributed  to  Count 
Andrassy  was  made  in  a '  New  Year's 
Speech.     He  said: 

"As  ths  Entente  alleges  that  our 
peace  proposal  was  only  a  manoeuvre 
and  was  not  made  with  any  earnest 
desire  to  bring  about  peace,  I  am  able 
to  declare  that  President  Wilson  now 
knows  our  peace  conditions,  and  the 
Entente  can  learn  them  from  that 
source." 

It  Is  reported  from  Berlin  that  Ger- 
many will  shortly  issue  an  explanatory 
note  to  the  neutral  powers  in  connec- 
tion with  certain  statements  In  ths  En- 
tente Allies*  reedy  to  the  German  peace 
proposals,  says  a  dispatch  to  the  Cen- 
tral News  from  Amsterdam. 

AlHes'  Statement  Necessary 

LONDON,  Jan.  4. — The  Dally  News, 
analysing  the  comments  in  the  German 
newspapers  on  the  Entente  reply,  and 
citing  reports  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
people  of  the  Central*  Powers,  sees  in- 
dications that  the  Central  Powers  do 
not  regard  the  prospect  of  negotiations 
a*  ended,  and  comes  to  the  conclusion 
that  the)  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
they  mast  have  peace  at  any  cost.  It 
tlnds  confirmation  of  this  In  Count  An- 
drsssy's  statement,  and  says:  "What- 
ever the  motives  for  the  decision  of  the 
Central  Powers  to  submit  their  peace 
terms  to  President  Wilson,  it  becomes 
more  Imperative  for  the  Allies  to  make 
a  clear,  full  and  temperate  statement 
of  their  terms  in  their  reply  to  tho 
President." 

W1U  Wot  Accept 

AMSTERDAM.  Jan.  3.— The  Frank- 
furter Zeltung,  a  copy  of  which  has 
been  received  here,  discussing  "peace 
terms  wliich  Germany  will  not  accept," 
says: 

"If  peace  terms  are  concluded  today, 
the  Entente  Allies  must  renounce  all 
their  plans  for  conquest,  and  Russia 
must  give  up  her  idea  of  conquering 
Constantinople,  the  Balkans.  Gallcia 
and  the  portions  of  Prussia  inhabited 
by  Poles.  Prance  must  renounce  Al- 
sace-Lorraine, and  Serbia  must  give  up 
the  Idea  of  taking  over  the  southeast- 
ern part  of  Austria-Hungary.  The  En- 
tente Powers  must  agree  to  furnish 
certain  guarantees  and  make  certain 
frontier  rectifications  on  behalf  of  Ger- 
msny  and  her  allies,  especially  in  the 
East  and  Southeast.  Great  Britain 
must,  perhaps,  even  grant  freedom  of 
the  seas." 

The  newspaper  adds  that  after  such 
a  peace,  or  perhaps  before  its  conclu- 
sion, the  Entente  would  be  badly  rent 
and  the  whole  system  on  which  the 
European  policy  has  been  built  for  the 
laat  twelve  years  would  collapse. 


LONDON,  Jan.  3.— Lloyd's  announces 
that  the  Norwegian  steamer  Britannic, 
2,289  tons,  has  been  torpedoed.  Her 
crew  were  landed.  The  shipping  agency 
also  announces  that  the  British  steamer 
Bay  Craig,  2.404  tons,  and  the  Nor- 
wegian steamer  Elllk,  587  tons,  have 
been  sunk.  The  crew  of  ths  Ellik  were 
saved. 

Lloyd's  announces  that  the  British 
steamship  HoUybranch,  of  3,568  tons 
gross;  the  Norwegian  steamship  Eric, 
the  French  sailing  ship  Aconcagua, 
1,813  tons,  and  the  Swedish  steamer 
Ooosebrldge,  1.854  tons,  have  been  sunk. 


CANADIANjnJNISHED 

Vts.   w.  Brooke,  of  Ottawa,  fJsaseneed 

by  German  Authorities  to  Twelve 

Tears'  Imprisonment 

OTTAWA,  Jan.  3.— A  sentence  of  12 
years*  imprisonment  has  been  passed  on 
Pte.  W.  Brooke,  an  Ottawa  boy,  by  the 
German  military  authorities.  It  Is  be- 
lieved that  Pte.  Brooke  refused  to  make 
munitions  which  would  be  used  against 
the  Allies.  The  charge  he  was  found 
guilty  of  was  mutiny. 

Apparently  stricter  regulations  are 
made  as  to  prisoners  in  the  German 
camps  writing  home.  The  relatives  of 
several  Ottawa  soldiers  who  previously 
received  letters  regularly,  as  well  as 
cards  of  acknowledgment  frequently  In 
the  last  few  months,  have  received  only 
a  very  few  regulation  cards.  These 
have  been  from  four  to  six  weeks  apart.

LONDON*.  Jan.  t. — Report,  of  the  Baptle 
enquiry  did  net  appear  in  the  BnglUh 
paper*  until  today,  air  George  Parley  very 
properly  deeming  it  fitting  that  the  Cana- 
dian publlo  should  have  the  first  intima- 
tion of  Ita  findings.  Sir  Oeorg*  Parley'* 
resolution  to  hare  these  allegation*  against 
the  medical  service  sifted  by  an  indepen- 
dent body  U  much  commended.  Incidentally. 

Responsible  observers  rather  regret  the 
question  of  so-called  segregation  of  Cana- 
dians being  discussed  so  heatedly  In  the 
English  press.

MONTREAL.  Jan.  S.— "A  sequel  to  the 
report  of  the  enquiry  and  the  abolition  of 
the  office  of  inspector-general."  The  Ga- 
zette's correspondent  la  London  cableii,  "Is 
that  Dr.  Bruce  baa  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  medical  services.  This  has  net 
been  accepted.  In  fact,  an  important  hos- 
pital appointment  has  been  offered  him. 
The  military  authorities  seem  anxious  to 
retain   his  services  in  some  capacity."

OTTAWA.  Jan.  3— Major  W.  B.  Ander- 
son, who  for  some  time  was  general  staff 
officer,  with  headquarters  In  Montreal, 
has  been  awarded  the  D.S.O.  Major.  An- 
derson is  a  son  of  Lleut.-Col.  Anderson, 
chief  engineer  of  the  Department  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries. 


Plan  Adopted  to  Release  Young 
'Medical  Men  Who  Wish  to 
Join  Army  From  Service  in 
British  Hospitals. 


Big  Army 

LONDON.  Jan.  I.— Estimates  of  the 
number  of  men  who  will  be  made 
available  for  military  service  when  the 
system  of  substitution  for  munitions 
works  and  essential  Industries  is  in 
force  vary  from  3.500.000  to  4.000,000. 
At  the  same  time  the  output  of  military 
necessaries  will  be  Increased  far  out 
of  proportion  to  any  anticipated  de- 
mands. 


LONDON,  Jan.  3 — According  to  The 
Daily  Telegraph,  arrangements  are  be- 
ing made  to  replace  a  number  of  young 
surgeons  in  British  hospitals,  allowing 
Britishers  to  enter  the  army.  There  are 
hundreds  of  doctors  of  military  age  in 
home  hospitals  who  wish  to  join  Die 
army,  says  The  Telegraph,  but  hitherto 
have  been  denied  the  honor  owing  to  the 
lack  of  substitutes. 

With  a  view  to  meeting  the  difficulty. 
The  Dally  Telegraph  continues,  the  army 
authorities  some  time  ago  Inquired  of 
the  medical  authorities-  in  the  United 
States  whether  they  could  send  to  Eng- 
land detachments  of  young  American 
doctors. 

Hundreds  of  young  doctors  In  the 
United  States,  acocrding  to  The  Tele- 
graph, have  volunteered  to  serve  in  the 
British  armies,  but  could  not  receive 
commissions  because  they  are  not  Brit- 
ish practitioners.  There  is  no  barrier, 
however,  to  their  practising  In  Great 
Britain,  says  the  newspaper,  and  they 
are  exactly  the  material  required  to  All 
'he  places  of  English  doctors  who  desire 
to  go  to  the  front.  The  newspaper  does 
not  say  how  many  Americans  are  likely 
to  come,  but  asserts  that  they  "may  not 
run  Into  many  hundreds." 

It  adds,  however,  that  those  who  do 
come  will  be  welcomed. 


••exulting  In  Montreal  District 

MONTREAL,  Jan.  8.— A  total  of 
1,070  officers  and  29,4-10  men  has  been 
recruited  In  the  Montreal  district  since 
the  war  began.  These  figures  are  based 
on  the  recruiting  up  to  December  15 
last.  Probably  an  additional  300  have 
been  taken  on  since  the  middle  of  last 
month.

LONDON,  Jan.  3. — The  British  official 
communication  tonight  aaya:  "In  the 
neighborhood  of  Souchez  on  the  southern 
half  of  the  Tprea  salient  the  enemy'a  ar- 
tillery waa  very  active  during  the  morn- 
ing. Elsewhere  them  was  Intermittent  ar- 
tillery  activity   by    both   sides." 

Belgian  Tire   Effective 

PARIS.  Jan.  S. — Tonlghfa  official  atate- 
nient  reads:  "The  usual  cannonading  oc- 
curred at  various  points  along  the  front."

NATIONAL   SERVICE  CAROS 

Constant    Stream    Troin     Wearer     Points 

Plowing  Into  Ottawa — Too  Early 

to  Hear  Prom  West 

OTTAWA.  Jan.  3.— The  National 
Service  Commission  is  being  flooded 
with  tens  of  thousands  of  cards  con- 
taining the  replies  to  questions  being 
asked  this  week  of  all  male  Canadians. 
It  ''is  too  early  yet  to  determine  how 
general  has  been  the  response  to  the 
cards,  but  they  appear  to  be  coming 
fh  freely  from  all  parts  of  Eastern 
Canada,  anu  as  far  as  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan.  Those  from  the  far 
distant  points,  it  Is  expected,  will  com- 
mence   to    arrive    In    volume    tomorrow. 

The  collection  of  cards  In  the  larger 
towns  and  cities  is  unavoidably  slow, 
and  as  a  result  the  work  will  probably 
take  much  longer  than  was  estimated. 
The  cards  are  distributed  by  the  post- 
man, and  in  many  cases  he  Is  obliged 
to  explain  to  the  householder  just  wha.t 
Is  to  be  done  with  the  cards.  This 
takes  up  a  lot  of  time,  and  as  a  re- 
sult one  postman  Is  able  to  deliver  a 
comparatively  small  number  each  day. 


Reply  of  Entente  Allies  Held  to 
Be  Refusal  of  Peace  Offer — 
Only  Response  on  Battlefield 
— Assert  Offer  in  Good  Faith. 


VIENNA,  Jan.  3. — The  Austrian  and 
Hungarian  press  almost  without  ex- 
ception considers  the  reply  of  the  En- 
tente Allies  to  the  peace  proposals  of 
the  Teutonic  allies  as  a  definite  re- 
fusal of  their  offer.  The  editorials  as- 
sert that  the  offer  of  pesce  was  made  in 
good  faith  and  the  Entente  had  no 
right  to  label  it  as  a  war  manoeuvre 
so  long  as  the  Entente  has  not  ascer- 
tained by  suitable  means  that  the  offer 
lacked   good   faith. 

The  Vienna  Tageblatt  and  The  Neue 
Frele  Presse,  two  of  Austria's  strongest 
papers,  point  odt  that  the  Entente  note 
merit*  no  other  recognition  than  that 
possible  on  the  battlefield,  which  view 
is  shared  by  The  Fester  Lloyd  and  The 
Aa  Est,  of  Budapest,  the  most  In- 
fluential Hungarian  papers. 

The  Vienna  Abendblatt  and  several 
other  newspapers  assert  that  the  note 
Is  an  English  product,  to  which  the 
other  governments  gave  their  consent 
and  that  the  blood  spilled  hereafter 
will  be  on  the  heads  of  the  Entente.

Case  of  Steamer  'Palermo  Em- 
phasizes Fact  That  Great 
Number  of  Men  and  Much 
Material  Have  Crossed  Safely 


SHIPMENT  OF  SHIRTS 

ON  ITALIAN  VESSEL 


Three  Hundred  Thousand  Sol- 
diers, Immense  Number  of 
Shells  and  Large  Quantities 
of  Foodstuffs  Sent, 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  3. — News  has  readied 
the  Trade  and  Commerce  Department  to 
the  effect  that  in  the  sinking  qf  the 
steamer  Palermo  some  weeks  ago  in  the 
Mediterranean  there  went  down  a  con- 
signment of  Canadian  shirts  which  had 
been  manufactured  to  the  order  of  the 
Italian  Government  In  this  country. 
Under  contracts  made  over  a  year  ago 
about  1,000,000  shirts  have  been  sup- 
plied by  Canada   to   Italy. 

The  loss  of  this  shipment,  however, 
serves  chiefly  to  bring  to  light  the  fact 
that  Canada  has  been  extremely  fortun- 
ate as  regards  the  transportation  of 
supplies  overeeas.  It  is  on  record  thm 
some  300,000  Canadian  soldiers  have 
bee  nsent  across  the  ocean  without  the 
loss  of  a  single  life,  and  the  depreda- 
tions of  German  submarines  have  had 
almost  as  little  effect  on  the  transport 
of   material. 

Eleven  million  bushels  of  Canadian 
wheat  out  Of  the  15,000,000  bushels 
commandeered  over  a  year  ago  by  the 
Government  for  the  purpose  have  been 
shipped  to  Italy.  Every  bushel  has 
reached  Its  destination. 

Millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  shells 
have  been  sent  overseas  from  the  Do- 
minion and,  although  Germany  has 
perhaps  been  in  a  position  to  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  most  of  them,  it 
was  after  they  were  fired.  There  is,  of 
course,  a  scarcity  of  tonnage,  and  at 
the  present  time  it  has  become  rather 
acute,  but  this  is  not  felt  In  the  ship- 
ment of  war  munitions,  arrangements 
for  which  are  made  by  the  Imperial 
authorities.

VERITE  NOT  TORPEDOED 

Preach    Ministry    of    Marias    Describes 
as  Absolutely  Palse  Beport  Con-

PARIS,  Jan.  3.— The  Ministry  of  Marine 
says  tho  report  that  the  French  battfoahlp 
Verlte  haa  been  torpedoed  by  a  German 
submarine  near    Malta   Is  absolutely   false. 

BERLIN.  Jan.  3.— A  dlapatch  to  the 
Zurich  Poat  from  Milan  reports  that  the 
French  battleship  Verlte  haa  been  tor- 
pedoed by  a  German  submarine  near 
Malta,  says  an  Overaeas  News  Agency  an- 
nouncement today.  The  Verlte,  badly 
damaged,  is  lying  near  the  port  of  Malta, 
the    dispatch    adds. 


Mr,  Watters,  President  of  Do- 
minion Trades  and  Labor 
Congress,  Condemns  Action 
of  Winnipeg  Trades  Council, 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  3 — That  there  had 
been  no  "trickery"  on  behalf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment as  regards  Its  statement  to  the 
Labor  men  of  the  purpose  or  the  Nation- 
al Service  plan,  and  that  tho  behavior 
of  the  Winnipeg;  Trades  and  Labor  Coun- 
cil In  repudiating  the  action  of  the  ex- 
ecutive congress  regarding  registration 
was  Inexplicable,  was  the  statement  made 
tonight  by  J.  C.  Watters.  president  of 
the  Dominion  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress. 

Mr.  Walters  stated  that  lie  had  re- 
ceived a  copy  of  the  resolution  passed 
•by  the  Winnipeg  labor  body,  urging  that 
the  registration  cards  be  not  signed,  and 
expressing  the  belief  that  the  congress 
had  been  tricked  by  the  Government, 
lie  had  dispatched  a  suitable  reply. 

"In  so  far  as  I  am  concerned."  said  Mr. 
Watters,  "there  has  been  no  trickery  on 
the  part  of  the  Government,  and  I  can- 
not understand  the  action  of  the  Trades 
Council  of  Winnipeg.  They  seemed  to 
have  Jumped  to  conclusions  from  the. 
press  reports,  which  are  not  accurate. 
Today  I  saw  the  Prime  Minister,  and  he 
pointed  out  that  he  had  said  nothing 
that  could  be  rightly  construed  in  the 
manner  it  had  been.

"Trath"  on  War  Oonf , 
LONDON,  Jan.  3. — Discussing  the 
Imperial  war  conference.  Truth  today 
recalls  that  the  Prime  Minister's  idea 
for  settling  the  Irish  situation  was  to 
hang  on  the  scheme  of  Imperial  fed- 
eration.

LONDON,  Jan.  3. — An  army  scandal 
involving  the  exercise  of  influence  over 
high  officers  by  a  prominent  society 
woman  is  described  in  the  report  of  a 
court  of  Inquiry  tonight,  and  Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West,  wife  of  Col.  Corn- 
wallis-West, a,nd  mother  of  the  Prin- 
cess of  Pleas  and  the  Duchess  of 
Westminster,  is  officially  severely  con- 
sured. 

The  late  Sir  Arthur  Basil  Markham. 
Liberal  member  of  Parliament  for  the 
Mansfield  Division  of  Nottinghamshire, 
who  died  last  August,  demanded  an  In- 
quiry In  the  House  of  Commons  into 
this  matter,  and  was  seconded  by  Irish 
members,  who  declared  that  a  young 
Irish  officer's  honor  was  Involved.  It 
has  since  developed  that  the  officer 
was  Lieut.  Patrick  Barrett,  of  the 
Welsh  Fusiliers.  According  to  a 
statement  in  the  House  before  recess 
he  was  completely  exonerated. 

Barrett  was  a,  sergeant  in  the  Welsh 
Fusiliers.  He  was  recommended  for 
a  commission  late  In  1910,  and  his 
claim  was  supported  by  Col.  and  Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West  and  several  prom- 
inent civilians. 

"Probably  before  this  time,  and  cer- 
tainly la,ter,"  says  the  report,  "Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West  began  to  take  more 
than  an  ordinary  Interest  In  Mr.  Bar- 
rett, to  which  he  consistently  failed  to 
respond.  Eventually  he  wrote  her  on 
February  last  a  letter  of  remonstrance, 
which  she  placed  in  the  hands  of  his 
commanding  officer." 

B.Jrrctt  .was  severely  censured  by 
his  commander  without  the  opportuni- 
ty of  stating  his  case.  Soon  after  that 
he  was  transferred  to  another  batta- 
lion on  the  demand  of  Mrs.  Corn- 
wallis-West. 

Conduct  Discreditable 

The  court  of  inquiry  reports  regard- 
ing Mrs.   Cornwallis-West: 

"We  have  no  doubt  that  her  Inju- 
dicious boasting  of  the  power  she 
wielded  at  the  War  Office— which  was 
confirmed  to  an  appreciable  extent  by 
the  wording  of  some  of  Sir  John 
Cowan's  letters — was  calculated  to 
bring  the  administration  of  the  War 
Office  Into  disrepute.  We  feel  obliged 
to  record  our  opinion  that  this  lady's 
conduct,  as  revealed  In  this  case,  has 
been  highly  discreditable,  both  in  her 
behavior  towards  Lieut.  Barrett  be- 
fore his  letter  of  the  fourteenth  of 
February,  in  her  vindictive  attempts 
to  injure  him  afterward  and  in  the 
untruthful  evidence  she  gave  be- 
fore us. 

"It  appeared  in  the  evidence  that 
this  lauy  holds  positions  of  some  im- 
portance In  the  County  of  Denbigh- 
shire In  various  associations  of  a  pub- 
lic character  for  assisting  In  war  work. 
In  our  opinion  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  she  should  hold  such  positions." 
Oeneral  Thomas 

Ths  court  also  Investigated  reports 
that  General  Thomas,  who  took  a 
prominent  part  In  recruiting  In  Wales, 
was  transferred  from  the  command  of 
a  Welsh  brigade  to  a  lesser  command 
through  Mrs.  Cornwall  is- West's  In- 
fluence. These  proved  to  be  unfound- 
ed, but  were  due  "to  an  unfortunate 
sequence  of  events  and  the  ambigu- 
ous wording  of  certain  official  letters." 

Regret  Is  expressed  that  a  letter 
sent  by  Lord  French  to  the  War  Of- 
fice was  so  ambiguously  worded  as  to 
be  capable  ot  misconstruction.  In  any 
case,  a  portion  of  the  titter  was  In 
the  nature  of  an  adverse  report  on 
Brig. -Gen.  Owen  Thomas,  and  should 
have  been  communicated  to  that  offi- 
cer at  the  time.  It  is  also  regarded 
as  unfortunate  that  Lord  French 
should  have  concurred  In  the  terms 
of  the  War  Office  letter  of  July  29 
to  Biig.-Oen.  Thomas,  which  letter 
must  have  confirmed  the  la  tier's  sus- 
picion  Of   sinister   Influence.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  3. — During  the  year 
Just  paat  there  were  recruited  in  Can- 
ada 178.687  men  for  overseas  service. 
Despite  the  very  conelderable  falling  off 
In  recruiting  during  the  past  six 
months,  the  year  1918  Provided  slmost 
half  ot  the  total  of  383.956  recruited 
since  the  war  commenced.  There  was 
a  normal  falling  off  during  the  month 
of  December,  when  the  total  number  of 
recruits  was  only  5,791.  as  against 
6,518  for  the  previous  month. 

•  Militia  officials  here  point  out  that 
the  last  fortnight  of  December  Is  al- 
ways a  slack  period  for  recruits,  snd 
the  fact  that  only  2,517  men  were  re- 
cruited during  that  fortnight  did  not 
create  any  surprise.  As  an  indication 
of  the  decline  In  recruiting  during  the 
Inter  half  of  the  year  the  figures  for 
the  various  months  are  interesting. 
They  are  as  follows:  January.  29,212; 
February.  28.858;  March,  32,119;  April, 
23,28*.  May.  15.090;  June.  10,798;  July. 
8875;  August.  7,287;  September,  8,357;

"On  the  Dniester,  in  the  region  of 
lexupol,  our  artillery  fire  drove  away  a 
working  party  which  was  preparing  en- 
trenchments, and  also  successfully  bom- 
barded   Iesupol. 

"On  the  Moldavian  frontier  the  enemy 
twice  assumed  .the  offensive  on  the  sec- 
tor extending  from  ths  village"  of  Ko- 
tumba  to  as  far  as  tot)  valley  of  the 
river  Sulcha,  and  south  beyond  that 
point,  but  everywhere  was  repulsed.  In 
this  region  we  regained  a  "portion  of 
the  trenches  lost  by  us  yesterday  on 
one  of  the  heights.

"On  the  Roumanian  front  the  Rou- 
manians are  conducting  attacks  along1 
the  Kazlno  river,  eight  verats  esat  of 
the  Hungarian  frontier.

Tomer  Crown  Princess  Louise  of  Sax- 
ony, Who  Eloped  With  Belgian 
Tutor,  Xa  Meard  Trom 

LONDON,  Jan.  3.— A  dispatch  from 
Rome  to  The  Dally  News  says: 

"A  Florentine  woman  has  discovered 
the  whereabouts  of  her  frlendf  the 
former  Crown  Princess  Louise  of  Sax- 
ony, who  eloped  with  Andre  Glron.  a 
Belgian,  who  was  the  tutor  of  her  five 
children.  In  1908.  The  Crown  Princess, 
who  became  the  Countess  Montlgnoso 
after  her  escapade,  was  lost  track  of  at 
the  opening  of  the  war. 

"It  has  now  been  ascertained  that 
when  the  Germans  invaded  Belgium 
they  found  the  Countess  convalescing 
from  an  operation  In  a  nursing  home.

ASYLUM  f  IRE 

Death  List  at  St.  Tsrdinand  d*  Halifax 

Is  Reduced  to  Torty-Tw*— Msmalae 

«f  Heroic  Sister  Pound 

ST.  FERDINAND  DE  HALIFAX,  Q., 
Jan.  3— It  Is  likely  that  the  names 
of  the  victims  of  Saturday  night's  fire 
in  the  asylum  of  the  81sters  of  Charity 
here  will  not  be  published.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  delicacy,  th*  authorities  are 
averse  to  giving  out  the  names  of  any 
of  the  victims  or  of  th*  Inmates  who 
were  rescued.  Those  who  perished  were 
the  worst  cases  Interned  In  the  asylum, 
it  Is  now  understood  that  tha  num- 
ber of  victim*  was  forty-two,  and  not 
forty-six  as  previously  reported.  The 
ruins  are  still  smouldering,  and  are  too 
hot  as  yet  to  permit  of  search  being 
conducted. 

Part  of  the  body  of  Sister  Tertlus, 
the  heroic  nun  who  gave  up  her  life 
to  save  her  wards,  was  found  In  th* 
debris  yesterday,  being  Identified  by  a 
metallic  crucifix  forming  a  portion  of 
the  sister's  distinctive  garb.  The  re- 
mains of  the  other  victims,  It  is  feared, 
v.  Ill  never  be  discovered,  as  they  will  be 
reduced  to  ashes.  Five  of  the  victims 
were  members  of  Montreal  families, 
and  were  Imbeciles  from  birth.  The 
others  came  from  other  parts  of  the 
province 

MbNTREAL  PAPERS 

Suspension   of    Daily   Mall   and    Evening 
sTews  Cans*   Somewhat    of 

„    Sensation 

MONTREAL.  Jan.  3— Somewhat  of  a 
sensation  was  caused  In  newspaper  cir- 
cles this  morning  when  the  following  an- 
nouncement appeared  in  Th*  Montreal 
Dally  Mail  at  the  top  of  the  editorial 
column: 

"Thla  will  be  the  last  issue  of  The 
Dally  Mall  under  its  present  control,  and 
the  undersigned  disclaim  responsibility 
for  the  further  publication  of  th*  paper 
and  for  everything  appearing  In  It. 

"The  Evening  News  will  not  be  Issued 
again  under  its  present  ownership  aud 
editorship.  The  difficulties  which  render 
this  course  necessary  had  their  Inception 
in  the  unexpected  and  as  yet  unexplained 
action  of  one  of  th*  shareholders,  who, 
up  to  the  time  of  his  withdrawal,  pro- 
fessed complete  satisfaction  with  th*ir 
policies  of  civic  reform  and  Independent 
views  on  public  affairs.  Th*  situation 
culminated  a  few  days  ago  In  a  request 
made  for  the  power  of  sal*  of  th*  prop- 
erty to  partlea  whose  names  were  not 
disclosed." 

The  announcement  goes  on  to  stats 
that  the  shareholders  of  the  paper  had 
refused  to  consider  a  sale  until  th* 
tramways  franchise  matter  was  settled. 
Then  after  citing  the  difficulties  of  con- 
ducting newspapers  under  war  condi- 
tions, it  says:  "But  the  continuance  In- 
volved a  capital  outlay  which  th*  com- 
pany, under  th*  circumstances  already 
alluded  to,  waa  unable  to  furnish." 


The  Victoria  School  Board  last  even- 
ing approved  of  the  establishment  of  a 
department  of  agriculture  in  the  Vic- 
toria High  School  to  give  agricultural 
training  to  young  men  and  women  In 
the  southern  part  of  Vancouver  Island. 
The  course  will  provide  an  opportun- 
ity for  students  to  take  up  the  study 
of  agriculture  In  conjunction  with  other 
high  school  studies.  Agriculture  will  be 
taken  as  an  optional  subject  with  for- 
eign languages.  The  High  School 
course  will  count  for  one  year  when 
the  student  enters  the  Faculty  of  Agri- 
culture In  th*  Provincial  University. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  Vlc- 
tcrla  Board  by  Mrs.  Hutchinson,  and 
Trustees  J.  L.  Brooks,  James  Owen, 
(ieorge  Watson  and  E.  G.  Davidson, 
members  of  the  Saanlch  School  Board. 
They  wanted  the  oours*  Introduced  In 
the  Victoria  High  School  so  that 
students  from  their  municipality  at- 
tending the  High  School  can  have  the 
advantage  of  the  Instruction. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Gibson,  Provincial  District 
Inspector  of  Elementary  Agricultural 
Training,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  May,  Provln- 
vlal  inspector  of  Schools,  explained  the 
proposal  to  the  Victoria  Trustees.  Mr. 
Ulbson  said  that  the  Government  will 
guarantee  the  salary  of  the  agriculture 
teacher  for  five  years.  The  equipment 
ror  th*  course  will  cost  about  31.000. 
An  acre  of  ground  fenced  In  will  be 
necessary  for  experiments. 

"In  a  province  like  this  with  60  per 
cent  of  the  people  living  under  city 
conditions,  we  must  look  to  the  cities 
as  well  as  to  the  country  for  our  sup- 
ply of  men  to  take  up  agricultural  pur- 
suits," said  Mr.  Gibson.  "The  course 
proposed  would  provide  two  years'  wort* 
in  all  branches  of  agriculture  open  to 
boys  and  girls.  We  should  aim  to  In- 
terest women  In  agriculture,  as  It  la 
often  the  woman  who  determines 
whether  the  family  live  In  the  country 
or  the  city." 

Mr.  Gibson  explained  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Department  of  Education  has  al- 
ready arranged  to  carry  on  agricultural 
classes  In  the  high  schools  at  Chllll- 
wack,  Armstrong  and  Vernon  aWI  Th 
the  superior  schools  at  Cloverdale  and 
Murrayvllle.  At  Chllllwack  the  work 
has  been  lri  progress  for  a  year.   — 

The  Inauguration  of  the  course  In  the 
Victoria  High  School  will  be  left  In 
the  hands  of  the  1917  School  Board  to 
bo  elected  next  week.  It  Is  likely  the 
course  will   be  opened   next   Fall. 

"Our  city  educational  system  here  has 
been  too  much  one-Sided  and  this  is 
our  opportunity  to  make*,  a  change," 
said  Trustee  Dr.   Lewis  Hall. 

Mrs.  Jenkins  said  the  establishment 
of  the  course  would  equalise  the  op- 
portunities of  the  younger  generation 
and  Work  for  keeping  native  sons  and 
daughters  In  the  Province  to  build  It 
up.

NEW  YORK.  Jan.  3. — The  Times  cor- 
respondent at  Berlin,  CyrJl  Brown,  in 
a   dispatch  dated  January   1,   says: 

"A  Haves  Agency  version  of  the  En- 
tente's answer  to„Qermany's  peace  pro- 
posal become  known  here  through  bul- 
letins a  few  hours  before  the  old  year 
died,  but  It  did  not  spoil  Berlin's  New 
Year  celebration,  nor  serve  to  silence 
the  hope  that  the  new  year  would  see 
the  liquidation  of  the  sorry  war  busi- 
ness. 

"My  impression  wan  that  the  Oerman 
people  did  not  take  the  Entente  answer 
very  seriously,  and  that,  judging  from 
the  advance  summary,  It  was  consid- 
ered anything  but  a  masterful  docu- 
ment. In  fact.  It  was  considered  a 
rather  sorry  rhetorical  product,  con- 
sidering the  time  It  had  taken  the  En- 
tente to  formulate  it,  end  that  it  was 
considered  most  significantly  to  have 
dodged  Germany's  peece  proposal, 
clouding  the  question  'to  enter  or  not 
to  enter  Into  a  preliminary  conference, 
and  there  exchange  concrete  peace  con- 
ditions' by  a  squid-like  squirting  of 
much  Ink  regarding  the  blame  for  the 
war   and   the   violation   of   Belgium. 

"It  may  be  said,  however,  that  the 
Entente's  unfavorable  answer  comes  as 
no  shook  or  surprise  to  either  the  Im- 
perial government  or  to  the  important 
bulk  of  Oerman  public  opinion.  An  un- 
favorable answer  had  been  expected  and 
fully  discounted,  sad  perhaps  the  only 
•urprise  was  that  the  Entente  had  not 
made  a  better  Job  /of  It  after  taking  so 
long  at  It."

Population  of  Central  Empires 
in  Wretched  Plight — Feed- 
ing of  Armies  Is  Hard  Prob- 
lem— Peace  Necessary, 


LONDON'.  Jan.  3. — The  Morning 
Post  publishes  the  following,  dated  De- 
cember 26.  from  its  Budapest  corre- 
spondent: 

"Taking  for  granted  that  the  peace 
offer  of  the  Central  Powers  and  the 
efforts  of  neutrals  will  fail  to  bring 
about  a  apeedy  end  of  the  war,  the 
question  arises  how  long  the  Central 
Empires  will  be  able  to  hold  out.  Set- 
ting aside  military  considerations,  and 
basing  one's  theory  purely  on  eco- 
nomic grounds.  It  is  evident  that  we 
are  within  measurable  distance  of  the 
limit  of  endurance  of  the  much-suffer- 
ing peoples. 

"But  supposing,  by  imposing  severe 
privations  on  the  people,  the  authori- 
ties should  succeed  in  quieting  them 
until  the  end  of  June,  how  is  the  pop- 
ulation— increased,  it  must  be  borne  In 
mind,  by  some  26.000.000  mouths  in  the 
occupied  regions — to  be  fed  during  the 
months  of'  July  and  August?  For  by 
that  time,  according  to  statisticians, 
not  a  grain  of  whea,t  or  maize  will  be 
left.  Even  if  the  spoils  of  Roumania 
should  afford  some  relief,  which  Is  a 
most  questionable  supposition,  there 
will  thus  be  two  months  to  be  bridged 
over  before  the  earliest  crops  can  be 
harvested,  and  in  that  period  starva- 
tion on  a  Hraje  hitherto  unknown  in 
the  world,  save  perhaps  In  India,  will 
present  itself. 

Ztw   Armies    May    Starve 

"When  it  comes  to  that  of  course 
peace  will  have  to  be  made  on  any 
terms.  The  feeding  of  the  army  is 
the  main  concern  of  the  Central  Em- 
pires, not  that  of  the  population,  as 
may  be  Imagined;  yet  even  this  can- 
not be  continued  for  more  than  another 
six  months,  even  allowing  for  the  fact 
that  the  Austro-Hungarlan  forces  be- 
hind the  front  are  on  half  rations,  and 
that  very  soon,  In  all  probability,  all 
the  men  on  the  Western  front  will 
fare  no  better.  The  fact  Is  the  time 
has  come  when  the  question  of  feed- 
ing the  army  even  gives  rise  to  the 
gravest  apprehension.  Although  the 
peasantry  and  land  owners  have  been 
stripped  of  everything  in  the  way  of 
cereals,  the  army  has  not  enough  food 
to  carry  it  through  the  Winter.  Local 
authorities  in  different  districts  have 
petitioned  the  Government  to  supply 
food  for  distribution  among  the  poor, 
but  the  Government  can  do  nothing, 
for  the  military  authorities  are  su- 
preme. 

"Even  if  a  peace  conference  were 
called  together  tomorrow,  peace  would 
probably  still  be  some  months  off,  and 
it  is  not  at  all  probable  that  the 
blockade  would  be  raised  in  the  mean- 
time, that  Is  to  say,  while  negotiations 
were   In   progress. 

"Under  these  circumstances  the  Cen- 
tral Powers  have  but  a  very  limited 
time  In  which  to  bring  about  an  under- 
taking as  regards  the  conference  itself. 
The  people  are  already  desperate,  and 
the  troops  may  become  desperate  as 
soon .  as  they  experience  in  their  own 
persons  the  horrors  of  the  present 
food  shortage. 

"It  is  rumored  that  after  his  coro- 
nation as  King  of  Hungary  the  new 
Emperor-King  will  take  the  question 
of  peace  In  hand  and  go  to  Berlin  to 
discuss  the  position  with  Emperor 
William.  The  newspapers  express 
great  hopes  of  his  energetic  will  to  at- 
tain this  end,  and  If  these  hopes  are 
well  founded,  as  Is  generally  believed 
here,  some  most  unexpected  events 
may  be  in  store  for  the  peoples  of  the 
Central   Powers." 
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It  Will  Be  Definite  Enough  to 
Meet  Criticism  Levelled  at 
Answer  to  Central  Powers 
— Full  Manifesto, 


LONDOX.  Jan.  3.— The  Daily  Tele- 
graph's diplomatic  correspondent  writes: 

"In  some  press  comments  cabled  from 
abroad  stress  is  laid  on  the  point  that 
In  the  document  Just  forwarded  to 
Washington  the  Allies  enlarge  on  many 
reasons  which  oblige  them  to  meet  by  a 
stern  refusal  the  German  peace  propo- 
sal, but  fall  to  give  a  comprehensive 
idea  of  what  their  proposals  would  be. 
The  reproach  Is  not  entirely  well 
founded,  as  in  the  note  Issued  on  Satur- 
day night  Is  to  be  found  a  very  clear 
assertion  of  the  principle  of  nationali- 
ties. 

"Moreover,  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  when  the  reply  of  the  Allies  to 
President  Wilson  is  made  known,  no- 
thing at  all  will  be  left  of  the  above 
criticism.  It  Is  understood  that  the  Al- 
lies will  prove  themselves  as  candid 
and  sincere  on  the  positive  as  on  the 
negative  side  of  their  policy,  and  that 
the  practical  meaning  of  the  principles 
of  nationalities  will  be  explained  by 
them  In  all  Its  consequences. 

"Italy,  Roumania  and  Serbia,  all  coun- 
tries having  large  national  territories 
to  redeem,  have  already  been  Informed 
what  are  the  aims  of  the  Allied  Gov- 
ernments, but  Instead  of  the  small 
change  we  shall  have  the  full  coin  un- 
der the  form  of  a  aery  full  mani- 
festo."

Socialist  Paper  Talks  Frankly 
About  Germany's  Need  of 
Peace  —  Attacks  Prussian 
Gospel  of  Force, 


LONDON,  Jan.  3.— A  dispatch  to  The 
Dally  News  from  Rotterdam  says: 

"The  most  significant  of  all  the  New 
Tear  articles  In  the  German  press  is 
that  of  Vorwaerts.  entitled  'Peace  Tear 
— 1917.'  It  gives  an  amazingly  frank 
picture  of  Germany's  Internal  position, 
attacks  the  Prussian  gospel  of  force, 
and  declares  that  the  task  for  the  fu- 
ture Is  to  And  the  road  from  war  so- 
cialism to  peace  socialism.  Admitting 
that  it  requires  courage  to  describe 
1917  as  the  peace  year,  the  paper  says: 

"  'Already  mortally  wounded,  the 
beast  of  war  roars  aloud  once  more. 
Ills  death  agony  will  perhaps  last  for 
months,  and  we  shall  have  to  carry  on 
the  struggle,  but  It  must  be  in  a 
double  sense  a  struggle  In  defence 
against  the  enemy  and  a  struggle  for 
peace. 

"There  can  be  only  one  more  short, 
final  light,  and  the  year  1917  will  be 
the  greatest  In  the  world's  history,  for 
It  will  again  bring  us  peace.' 

"It  is  quite  clear  that  Vorwaerts  Is 
really  saying  that  Germany  will  have 
to  make  peace  soon.  It  defies  the  an- 
nexationists and  militarists  in  this  dec- 
laration : 

"Peace  must  be  grounded  on  recogni- 
tion that  treaty  rights  are  more  import- 
ant than  rights  of  possession.  We  will 
want  a  Germany — not  a  Germany  which 
by  a  clumsy  militarist  policy  creates 
for  itself  lasting  enemies  at  home  and 
on  all  aides — . but  a  Germany  of  peace 
and  friendship.  Politicians  have  neither 
Inwardly  nor  outwardly  the  strength  to 
put  through  their  objects.  Had  they, 
would  it  be  their  pride  to  bring  about 
the  ruin  of  the  Empire? 

"  'We  have  learned  by  suffering,  and 
we  do  not  wish  again  to  call  forth  this 
fate,  which  this  time  we  fended  off  with 
stupendous  sacrifices.  After  the  revo- 
lutions in  foreign  policy  have  quieted 
down  then  revolutions  In  economic  and 
home  politics  will  become  the  centre 
point  of  our  state  consciousness.' 

"This  is  how  Vorwaerts  pictures  the 
Germany  of  today: 

"  'We  are  an  isolated  state,  whose 
male  population  is  for  the  greater  part 
in  the  economic  sense  having  a  holiday. 
Gold  Is  shut  up  In  the  Imperial  bank, 
a  stupendous  mass  of  paper  money  is 
in  circulation  the  public  debt  has  at- 
tained a  height  which  the  most  fantas- 
tic romancer  before  the  war  would  have 
shrunk  from,  our  fields  have  gone  dry, 
building  activity  is  stopped.'  " 
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Governor  of  Lower  California 
Said  to  Favor  Annexation  of 
•  His  State— Ready  to  Fight 
Carranza. 


NEW  YORK,  Jan.  3.— Senor  Emlliano 
Contu,  governor  of  the  Mexican  State 
of  Lower  California,  plana  to  secede 
his  territory  from  Mexico  and  apply  for 
annexation  to  the  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Edward  A.  Salisbury,  who 
has  arrived  here  after  an  18,000-mile 
fifteen  months'  cruise  in  the  yacht  Wis- 
dom along  the  Central  and  South 
American  coasts.  Dr.  Salisbury  comes 
back  convinced  that  90  per  cent  of  the 
American  trade  built  up  in  South 
America  will  return  to  British  and  Ger- 
man merchants  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

Another  conclusion  reached  by  Dr. 
KaliHbury  was  that  President  Wilson's 
reasonable  methods  toward  the  Latin 
countries  have  been  a  flat  failure,  and 
that  Americans,  never  held  as  a  nation 
in  very  high  esteem,  are  now  rated  even 
lower. 

Governor  Contu,  In  Lower  California, 
bo  far  has  been  the  only  Mexican  execu- 
tive to  remain  strictly  neutral  in  the 
Carranza-Vllla-Huerta-Madero  feuds.  He 
has  consistently  refused  to  take  sides, 
and  will  not  contribute  to  the  war  chest 
of  any  faction.  As  a  result  the  rev- 
enues of  his  territory,  embracing  the 
choicest  part  of  the  famous  Imperial 
Valley,  go  Into  highway  and  education- 
al Improvements.  He  has,  according  to 
Dr.  Salisbury,  established  a  sort  of  In- 
dependent suzerainty.  This  indepen- 
dence— and  it  Is  alleged  Carranxa's  de- 
sire is  to  strengthen  his  position  with 
the  wealth  of  Lower  California — has 
caused  the  First  Chief  to  Inform  Contu 
that  unless  there  Is  an  immediate 
change  of  policy  a  Carranzlsta  army 
will  Invade  the  state  and  effect  one. 

That  Contu  Intends  to  fight  Carranza 
and  then  seek  annexation  to  the  United 
States  was  reported  to  Dr.  Salisbury  as 
recently  as  ten  days  ago  In  Los 
Angeles.

QUEBEC     AWD 


The  Colonist  is  most  assuredly  not 
open  to  the  charge  that  It  has  been  un- 
friendly to  Quebec  In  Us  references  to 
the  part  which  Its  Inhabitants  have  tak- 
en In  the  war.  Indeed,  such  criticisms 
as  have  been  made  of  what  we  have 
said  have  been  to  the  effect  that  we 
have  been  too  lenient  in  discussing  the 
attitude  of  the  French  Canadians.  Sev- 
eral well-informed  persons  have  writ- 
ten to  congratulate)  ua  upon  the  correct- 
ness of  our  analysis  of  the  Indifference 
•hown  by  the  majority  of  the  people  of 
that  Province  towards  the  Empire  and 
towards  France,  which  is  in  a  sense  the 
mother  country  of  the  greater  part  of 
Its  population  of  two  millions  and  up- 
wards. We  mention  these  things  be- 
cause we  feel  that  the  time  has  come 
to  say  some  things  very  plainly,  and 
because  we  think  it  right  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Eastern  Canada  should  be  ad- 
vised of  what  Is  the  general  opinion  of 
the  people  of  the  Pacific  Coast  on  a 
question  of  vital  Importance  to  the  sol- 
idarity of  the  Dominion  and  the  proper 
discharge  by  Canada  of  her  duty  to  the 
Empire. 

Quebec    baa   fallen    far   short    of   her 
duty  In  the  existing  emergency.     There 
lias  been  ample  time  for  the  people  of 
that  Provlnoe  to  become  advised  as  to 
the   gravity   of   the   issues   at   stake    in 
♦.he  war,  and  after  making  every  allow- 
ance for  considerations  which  explained, 
though   they  could   not  Justify,   the  in- 
difference   of   the    French-speaking    ele- 
ment of  the  population  during  the  early 
stages  of  the  war,  no  excuse  can  be  ad- 
vanced   for    Its    prolonged    failure      to 
show  an  appreciation  of  what  might  very 
reasonably    have    been    expected    of    It. 
The   understood   purpose  of   the  special 
concessions    to    the    people   of     Quebec, 
granted    after   the    conquest      of      New 
France    by   Wolfe,    was   that   thereafter 
the  people' treated  with  such  exceptional 
generosity    would    remain    loyal    to    the 
flag  to  which  they  acknowledged  allegi- 
ance.    It  would  be  folly  to  pretend  that 
the   spirit   of    this   obligation   has    been 
kept.    Every  exceptional  privilege  grant- 
ed by   the  British  Parliament  has  been 
faithfully   respected      by     the   English- 
speaking  Canada,  with   the  result  that 
this  good  faith  has  been  made  the  basts 
of   fresh   demands,   and   there   has    been 
set  up  In  the  Dominion  an  lmperlum  in 
Imperio.      Sir   Qeorge   Cartier   said,   and 
others  of  his  race  have  repeated,   that 
"the  last  gun  on  behalf  of  British  con- 
nection  would   be   fired    by     a     French 
Canadian":  and  well  might  that  be,  be- 
cause  there   Is   no   other  flag   than    the 
Union  Jack  under  which  the  privileges 
of    Quebec    would    be    preserved    Intact. 
But  we  are  not  particularly  concerned 
as  to  who  shall  are  the  last  gun.     The 
question  of  the  day  Is  If  there  is  to  be 
a    British    Empire    and    a    Union    Jack, 
which    •hall    continue    to    extend    their 
protection    to   Quebec  as  a  part   of   the 
Dominion.     It  Is   high    time    that   more 
French  Canadians  fired  guns   to  ensure 
this  vital  purpose.     Of  lip-loyalty  there 
has  been  sufficient.    What  the  times  call 
for    la    loyalty    expressed    In    terms    of 
action. 

Whatever  may  be  our  opinion  as  to 
the  cause  of  French  Canadian  indiffer- 
ence we  do  not  Intend  to  express  It.  for 
we  are  not  seeking  to  advance  or  at- 
tack any  theory.  The  bald  facts  of  the 
oaf  are  all  that  the  people  in  this  part 
of  Canada  are  concerned  with,  and  the 
sum  and  substance  of  those  facts  ts 
that  the  people  of  Quebec  have  failed 
lamentably  In  their  duty.  There  are 
more  than  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
Canadians  of  French  origin,  and  If  these 
people  had  come  forward  In  anything 
like  the  proportion  In  which  the  Western 
Canadians  have  responded  to  the  call 
of  the  Empire,  the  half  million  men 
promised  by  Canada  to  the  defence  of 
human  liberty  would  long  ago  have 
been  under  arms.  If  Canada  Is  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  conscription,  It  will 
be  because  of  the  lukewarmness  of  Que* 
boo.  ""The  rest  of  Canada,  which  has  al- 
ready done  Its  share,  will  be  forced  to 
-•>  good  the  deficiency  In  Quebec's 
itrlbutlon  of  men. 

A  few  months  ago  when  referring  to 
the  observations  of  some  Eastern  critics 
of  Quebec  In  this  connection,  we  said  it 
was  timely  to  remember  that  after  the 
war  wo  would  go  on  living  In  Canada 
With  French  Canadian  neighbors,  and 
now  wa  say  that  the  people  of  Quebec 
will  do  welt  to  remember  that  after  the 
war  they  will  have  to  go  on  living  In 
Canada  With  English-speaking  neigh- 
bors, aad  It  will  be  very  unfortunate  If 
the  racial  problems  that  may  arise  shall 
be  embittered  by  the  fact  that,  when  the 
•»«ry  existence  of  the  Rmplre  was  at 
stake,    the  Frbnch'aotakina     Canadians 


mltted  others  to  fight  their  battles. 

We  are  speaking  plainly  because  the 
time  has  come  for  plain  speaking.  We 
are  Inspired  by  no  fear  that  the  Empire 
and  Its  Allies  will  meet  with  defeat, 
but  we  are  deeply  concerned  that  it  shall 
not  hereafter  be  said  that.  In  this  crisis 
of  our  history,  sny  element  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Dominion  shirked  Its  duty. 
If  this  continues  to  be  true.  It  will 
prove  an  Increasingly  disturbing  factor 
In  the  determination  of  the  problems 
that  will  arise  after  the  war.  but  not 
out  of  It.  Quebec  Is  missing  a  golden 
opportunity.  Her  apologists  have  told 
us  In  the  past  that  her  people  were 
misunderstood,  that  If  there  might  be 
antagonism  between  them  and  their 
neighbors  upon  questions  having  their 
origin  in  the  special  concessions  granted 
to  them  a  century  and  a  half  ago.  they 
were  at  one  with  the  rest  of  us  In  loyal- 
ty to  the  flag  and  Empire.  English- 
speaking  Canada  has  called  upon  Quebec 
for  proof  of  this  and  It  has  not  been 
forthcoming.  It  Is  not  yet  too  late  to 
show  that  It  Is  true,  but  the  time  Is 
swiftly  passing  and  It  will  be  an  un- 
happy, not  to  say  a  dangerous  thing.  If 
when  the  time  of  triumphant  peaoe 
comes,  it  shall  be  possible  to  point  to 
any  section  of  our  people  and  say  of 
them  that  as  a  whole  they  failed  to 
appreciate  the  obligations  resting  upon 
them  by  reason  of  their  place  in  the 
Empire  and  especially  by  reason  of  the 
care  that  has  been  taken  at  all  times 
since  the  Plains  of  Abraham  to  keep 
Inviolate  the  pledges  given  by  the  con- 
querors  to   the  conquered.

Is  there  no  neutral  power  that  will 
write  a  note  with  the  view  of  bring- 
ing about  a  lasting  peace  between  Vic- 
toria and  Saanlch?  The  House  of 
Stewart  and  the  Clan  McGregor  have 
been  at  daggers  drawn  for  some  time, 
and  in  the  language  of  a  certain  very 
distinguished  personage  "their  avowed 
purposes  appear  to  be  the  same."  Now 
lest  %  there  may  be  some  misapprehen- 
sion on  this  point,  we  hasten  to  re- 
mark that  the  case  is  not  exactly  on 
a  par  with  the  dispute  between  the 
man  and  his  Wife,  which  was  explain- 
ed by  the  former  as  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  were  both  of  one  mind. 
"She  wants  to  be  master  and  so  do  I." 
he  said  in  reply  to  a  neighbor  who 
was  endeavoring  to  be  "neutral  even 
In  thought."  There  la  no  question  of 
mastership  Involved  In  the  Inter- 
municlpal  dispute,  and  so  we  antici- 
pate that  there  will  be  no  serious  dif- 
ficulty in  negotiating  a  modus  vlvendl. 
If  not   an  actual   alliance. 

But  dropping  all  'persiflage,  there 
will  be  many  occasions  on  which  rea- 
sons for  disagreement  may  arise  be- 
tween the  city  and  Saanlch.  The  geo- 
graphical relations,  of  the  two  munici- 
palities to  each  other  are  such  that 
a  conflict  of  Interests  may  arise  at 
any  time,  but  none  of  the  causes  of 
dispute  Is  likely  to  prove  very  diffi- 
cult of  adjustment.  The  two  munici- 
palities have  much  In  common.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  of  Are  protection. 
We  suggest  that  after  the  forthcom- 
ing municipal  elections  each  council 
might  well  appoint  a  small  committee 
to  confer  upon  the  open  questions  with 
the  view  of  reaching  a  general  agree- 
ment covering  them  all.  When  mat- 
ters of  this  nature  come  up  sporadical- 
ly, there  Is  always  difficulty  In  deter- 
mining them,  because  of  the* existence 
of  some  other  cause  of  controversy; 
whereas  if  all  outstanding  issues  were 
discussed  at  the  same  time,  a  basis 
of  compromise  might  be  readily 
reached  by  a  little  give  and  take  on 
both   sides.

If  the 
Allies  did  nothing  more  than  hold  their 
present  Unas  firmly  for  the  next  four 
months  Germany  would  be  bound  to 
come  to  their  terms. 

According  to  enrrent  reports  the  Aus- 
trian Emperor  realizes  that  the  end  Is 
near  and  Is  desirous  of  saving  what  of 
his  dominions  he  can  and  perpetuating 
the  Hapsburg  dynasty  while  there  is 
time  to  do  so.  If  the  German  Kaiser 
refuses  to  yield  to  the  Inevitable,  It  can 
only  be  because  he  foresees  the  over- 
throw of  the  |  House  of  Hohenzollern. 
He  has  lost  the  confidence  of  the  Ger- 
man people,  and  all  his  bluster  and  his 
Impious  appeals  to  the  Almighty  de- 
ceive nobody,  not  even  himself.  An  In- 
timation comes  from  Washington  that 
Germany  Is  prepared  to  accept  terms  of 
peace  which  may  be  acceptable  to  the 
Allies,  but  we  hardly  think  It  possible 
that  anything  of  the  kind  will  be  forth- 
coming at  present.

Mr.  W.  A.  Willison,  of  The  Toronto 
News,  writing  from  France  says  that 
the  taking  over  by  the  British  of  a 
greater  extent  of  the  Western  battle- 
line  has  produced  an  exceedingly  fav- 
orable Impression  In  Paris  and  is  like- 
ly to  prove  a  material  source  of 
strength  to  the  Allied  forces,  because 
it  will  enable  France  to  concentrate 
her  troops  along  a  shorter  front.  Some 
criticism  was  made  a  few  months  ago 
of  the  relative  shortage  of  the  British 
front  as  compared  with  that  of  France, 
but  the  natural  and  proper  answer  was 
that  the  new  British  army  required 
time  to  become  prepared  for  greater 
responsibilities.  Very  many  of  the 
British  troops  have  only  been  with  the 
colors  for  a  short  time,  and  it  would 
have  been  a  mistake  to  have  placed 
them  In  a  position  where  they  would 
have  to  meet  German  veterans  before 
they  had  time  to  become  hardened  to 
their  work.  This  has  now  been  accom- 
plished and  We  are  now  relieving  our 
Ally  of  a  part  of  the  burden  he  has 
borne  so  long-  and  so  nobly.  No  de- 
tails have  been  given  out  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  new  line  occupied  by  the 
British,  and  probably  the  public  will 
not  be  informed  on  that  point  until 
events  at  the  front  make  it  necessary.

The  effort 
Is  purely  a  voluntary  one  on  the  part 
Of  the  local  branch  of  the  Red  Cross, 
whose  secretary,  Mr.  F.  W.  Jones,  In- 
terviewed Sir  James  Lougheed,  chair- 
man of  the  Military  Hospitals  Commis- 
sion, during  his  visit  here  last  week- 
end. The  offer  was  gladly  accepted, 
and  the  linen  shower  to  be  held  on 
Saturday  is  the  first  step  being  taken 
by  the  women's  auxiliary  to  meet  as 
far  as  is  pcaslble  the  needs  and  to  pro- 
vide additional  comforts  for  those  who 
have  come  back  home  broken  In  the 
war. 

Among  the  articles  asked  for  at  the 
linen  shower  are  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
quilts,  bed  spreads,  bath  towels,  dish 
and  roller-towelling  by  the  piece,  easy 
chairs,  material  for  curtains  and  other 
articles  of  a  furnishing  character  which 
will  be  gratefully  reccelved.  Within  a 
flay  or  two  a  full  list  of  these  most 
desirable  articles  will   be  published. 

Throughout  Canada  women's  organiza- 
tions are  rendering  valuable  help  In 
equipping  cconvalescent  homes  and  mak- 
ing the  lot  of  returned  convalescent 
soldiers  more  easy.

Stress  Is  being  laid  upon  the  fact 
that  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  will  make 
default  In  the  forthcoming  Interest 
payment  upon  its  guaranteed  bonds.

It  is  only  Just  to  add  that  Sir  Rich- 
ard McBride,  his  colleagues  in  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature who  upheld  him  in  the  policy  of 
assisting  the  construction  of  this  rail- 
way, could  not  possibly  have  foreseen 
the  conditions  that  have  arisen  since 
the  contract  was  signed.

The  phrase  that  a  man  has  been 
offered  a   portfolio   is   a   mere    form   of 
expression  signifying  that  he  has   been 
offered  a  post  as  head  of  a  public  de- 
partment.     When   a    Minister   holds    no 
office  of   that   nature,   as   was   the  case 
of  Mr.  Asqulth,  he  may  properly  be  de- 
scribed as  a  minister  without  portfolio, 
although  he  would  always  be  spoken  of 
as  the  Prime  Minister.     By  the  way,  it 
may  be  mentioned  here  that   the   terms 
Prime   Minister   and   Premier   mean   the 
same  thing.     In  Great  Britain   the  offi- 
cial title  of  the  Prime  Minister  Is  First 
Lord  of  the  Treasury.    The  departmental 
head  of  the  treasury,  that  Is  the  Minis- 
ter holding  the  portfolio  of  finance,  is 
the  Chancellor   of   the   Exchequer.      We 
harre  no  office  in  Canada  corresponding 
In  name  to  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treas- 
ury,   but    the    official    positions    bf    the 
Federal  and  Provincial  Premiers  is  the 
same  as  that  of  the  First  Lord.     It  Is 
as    First    Lord    that    the   British    Prime 
Minister  receives  a  salary.

technicality  had  not  been  awarded  It- 
Only  slight  hope  Is  held  out  for  the 
safety  of  Piper  Richardson,  although 
there  Is  some  possibility  that  he  may 
have  been  taken  prisoner.  He  was  one 
of  the  few  pipers  of  the  Canadian  forces 
allowed  to  go  to  the  firing  line,  and 
during  a  recent  attack  urged  his  com- 
rades on  by  playing  on  his  bagpipes. 


DUKE'S  MANSION  TAKEN 

The  British  Government  has  com- 
mandeeYed  the  Duke  of  Buccleugh's 
famous  town  residence,  Montagu  House, 
Whitehall,  for  an  extension  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Munitions,  says  The  London 
Chronicle.  No  portion  of  the  house  is 
to  bo  reserved  for  the  duke's  personal 
use,  and  the  treasures  of  this  historic 
mansion  are  in  process  of  removal  to 
one   of   the   family's  country   seats. 

No  other  private  residence  In  London 
occupies  such  an  interesting  site.  As 
early  as  1240  Hubert  de  Burgh  built  a 
large  dwelling  here,  which  subsequently 
became  the  property  of  the  Black  Friars 
of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  finally 
of  Henri1:  VIII.,  after  which  it  remain- 
ed the  chief  royal  palace  in  London  till 
It  was  destroyed  by  the  Great  Fire.  The 
present  house  was  begun  by  the  fifth 
duke  in  1858.  The  cost  of  the  building 
amounted   to  £100,000. 

Montagu  House  Is  noted  for  Its  great 
rooms,  splendid  furniture,  exquisite 
porcelain.  Its  Vandycks,  and  its  Incom- 
parable miniatures.  Pictures  of  Rubens, 
Rembrandt,  Raphael  and  other  great 
masters  adorn  the  walls.  But  the  col- 
lection of  miniatures  Is  unique  and  un- 
rivalled even  In  royal  palaces.  Early 
In  the  year,  for  the  first  time,  they  were 
lent  by  the  duke  to  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum. 

Though  several  well-to-do  hotels  have 
been  taken  over  by  the  Government  this 
Is  the  first  time  that  an  historic  house 
of  such  interest  has  been  comman- 
deered.

In  recognition  of  the  bravery  and 
celt-sacrifice  which  he  displayed  dur- 
ing the  fighting  at  ZUlebeke  last  June, 
when,  after  being  three  times  wound- 
ed, he  carried  a  diaabled  comrade  Into 
the  safety  zone,  6ergt.-MaJ.  C.  F.  Daw- 
son, of  Victoria,  la  gazetted  in  the 
latest  list  for  the  Distinguished  Con- 
duct Medal. 

Hergt.-MaJ.  Dawson  is  one  of  the  few 
men  of  his  company  who  live!  to  tell 
the  story  of  the  tight.  lie  "was  In- 
valided home  recently  and  Is  now  liv- 
ing with  his  wife  and  children  on 
Cedar  Hill  Road,  having  been  recom- 
mended for  his  permanent  discharge 
frim  the  army  on  account  of  the  seri- 
ous nature  of  his  wounds.  Been  by  The 
Colonist  last  evening,  he  said  that  even 
now  he  has  lodged  in  his  head  a  frag- 
ment of  shrapnel  shell,  which  hit  him 
wlille  he  lay  half-consclou«  in  a  shell- 
hole  In  No  Man's  Land,  waiting;  for  the 
aid    that    never   came. 

Leaving  here  with  the  30th  Battt  lion, 
Hergt.-MaJ.  Dawson  transferred  to  the 
7th  soon  after  reaching  the  Old  Coun- 
try and  he  was  sent  over  to  Franc* 
without  delay,  being  ordered  up  to  the 
tiring  line  in  time  to  take  part  In  tlu 
fighting  at  Ypres,  Festubert,  Oivenchy, 
Mcssines,  Ploegsteert  and  Hill  60. 
About  the  beginning  of  June  the  Can- 
adian Third  Division  was  forced  to  re- 
tire from  the  front  line  trenches.  It 
was  then  that  Major-Gen.  Mercer  was 
killed.  The  7th  and  15th  Battalions 
were  sent  in  to  fill  the  gap  and,  if  pow- 
slble,  to  drive  back  the  German  hordes. 
Sergt. -Maj.  Dawson  was  detailed  off 
with  a  company,  one  of  the  two  offi- 
cers being  Lieut.  Gerald  Peters,  of 
Frlnce  Rupert,   who   was   killed. 

Describing  his  adventure,  Sergt. -MaJ. 
Dawson  said: 

BalnlBf  Shell 

"The  whole  of  our  division  had  been 
hard  at  It  for  over  twelve  months  with- 
out getting  any  rest  to  speak  of,  and 
we  were  daily^xpecting  to  get  fur- 
lough when  we  received  Instead  the  or- 
der to  stand  to  and  prepare  for  mov- 
ing into  the  front  line  at  any  minute. 
We  had  very  little  rest  that  night.  The 
Germans  attacked  and,  while  we  were 
in  dugouts  three  miles  from  the  firing- 
line,  we  were  shelled  out  and  had  to 
get  Into  a  trench  close  by.  We  moved 
off  abOut  5  a.m.  towards  the  front  line, 
in  small  parties  to  within  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  of  our  destination  and  then 
dug  In  right  across  the  front.  We 
stayed  there  all  night  and  then  moved 
up  again,  and  It  was  a  fine  sight  to 
see  the  boys  all  in  line.  Just  walking 
along  as  unconcerned  as  though  they 
were  going  to  a,  tea  party.  But  the 
enemy  was  raining  shell  over  at  u« 
and  it  was  not  until  7:30  that  we  reach- 
ed a  point  within  200  yards  of  the 
front  line. 

"We  stayed  there  until  orders  came 
from  headquarters  for  us  to  move  on 
—what  was  left  of  us.  We  managed 
to  keep  up  our  spirits  despite  the  in- 
ferno of  Are  all  around  and  we  were 
busy  shaking  hands  and  wishing  each 
other  the  best  of  luck.  Then  we  got 
the  command  to  fix  bayonets  and  get 
ready  for  the  signal  to  charge.  Lieut. 
Carstalrs  was  in  charge  of  our  com- 
pany—the only  company  to  go  over  as 
a  whole. 

"It  waa  a  beautiful,  sunny  morning 
— the  King's  birthday— when  we  Jumped 
to  the  top  of  our  shell-spattered  para- 
pet and  delivered  our  attack.  It  was 
Just,  plain  murder.  We  never  had  a 
dog's  chance  to  get  to  the  Germans,  for 
they  enfiladed  us  from  all  sides,  espe- 
cially from  Hill  60.  I  took  the  right 
flank,  with  the  boys  dropping  on  all 
sides  of  me. 

Target  of  Machine  Qnns 
"As  we  ran,  I  suddenly  felt  as  If  I 
had  been  hit  on  the  shoulder  with  a 
club.  I  spun  around  and  fell,  lying 
there  on  the  ground  for  about  a  min- 
ute before  I  knew  what  had  happened, 
and  dlsroverd  that  I  had  been  wounded. 
I  crawled  Into  a  hole  and  took  off  my 
equipment,  cutting  a  hole  out  of  my 
sleeve  In  order  to  dress  the  wound. 
Then  I  waited  to  collect  my  thoughts! 
I  found  I  had  a  cane  full  of  cigarettes, 
and  while  I  smoked  one  I  used  my  en- 
trenching tool  with  my  left  hand  (] 
was  wounded  In  the  right*  and  scooped 
out  the  earth  around  me.  That  let  the 
Germans  know  I  waa  there,  and  they 
persisted  in  making  my  shell-hole  the 
target  of  their  machine-guns. 
'  "I  must  have  looked  at  my  watch 
a  thousand  times  while  I  lay  there, 
waiting  for  the  darkness  that  was  bound- 
to  come.  All  the  while  the  shells 
screeched  overhead  from  both  sides.  It 
was  Just  about  11  o'clock  when  a  shell 
burst  on  the  edge  of  the  hole  and  burled 
me.  I  thought  my  head  was  cut  off, 
for  my  steel  helmet  had  a  piece  out  as 
big  as  a  dollar,  and  my  eyes  and  face 
were  covered  with  blood.  I  began  to 
think  my  time  was  up.  I  bandaged  up 
my  head  as  well  as  possible  with  my 
one  hand  and  had  a  smoke,  and  I  never 
enjoyed  a  cigarette  so  much  In  my  life 
aa  than, 

"As  the  time  went  on  I  felt  a  little 
better,  and  I  was  Just  beginning  to 
count  the  hours  until   the  time  when  I

might    move    when    1     got    bit    on    my 
right    hand.      It    was    wonderful    that    I 


wasn't  killed  outright  by  the  shells 
whizzing  about  everywhere.  I  resigned 
myself  to  fate,  and  finally,  at  t  o'clock, 
I  crawled  out  and  made  my  way  back. 
Just  at  the  moment  the  bombardment 
intensified  all  along  the  line.  Our  own 
shrapnel  was  bursting  in  red  balls  right 
over  our  own  parapet  and  throwing  for- 
ward. I  expect  they  thought  the  Ger- 
mans were  making  another  attack. 
Heroic    Action 

"I  expected  to  get  hit  every  minute, 
but  managed  to  escape,  and  I  felt  that 
the  worst  had  been  passed  when  I 
reached  our  wires.  And  then,  without 
warning,  our  machine-guns  opened  on 
me.  I  dropped,  and  shouted  to  them 
that  I  was  one  of  the  7th  Battalion.  I 
crawled  alonjj  until  I  came  to  a  hole 
In  the  wire,  and  there  I  came  across  a 
poor  chap  who  had  been  shot  through 
both  knees.  He  Implored  me  to  carry 
him  back,  and  while  I  could  not  ac- 
tually carry  him.  I  got  him  to  hold  on 
to  my  neck  and  then  proceeded  to  drag 
him  along  with  me.  After  I  reached 
our  lines,  I  handed  him  over  to  a 
stretcher  bearer.  I  found  that  my  bat- 
talion had  been  relievd  and  that  It 
waa  now  having  a  reBt.  After  I  had 
quenched  my  thirst  with  water  I  got 
a  stretcher-bearer  to  take  me  behind 
the  lines.  It  seems  that  1  had  been 
reported  killed." 

Sergt.-Major  Dawson  is  a  contractor 
In  civil  life.  He  is  very  well  known 
In  Victoria,  having  resided  here  for 
some  ten   years.

Traffic  Superintendent  —  The  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  W.  H.  Dlnsmore  as  traffic 
superintendent  of  the  British  Columbia 
Electric  Railway  Company  at  Vancouver 
is  announced.  Mr.  Dlnsmore,  who  has 
been  with  the  company  since  1901,  has 
for  the  last  nine  monthhs  been  acting 
traffic  superintendent. 

Embargo  lifted— Mr.  Kenneth  J. 
Burns.  Vancouver,  agent  for  the  Great 
Northern  Railway,  haa  been  advised 
that  the  embargo  on  perishable  freight 
shipment*  of  fruit  and  other  perishable 
articles  may  now  be  received.  The  em- 
bargo waa  made  effective  on  December 
20,  and  is  the  first  to  be  lifted  on  any 
of   tbe  American   lines. 

Cost  of  Xlrlna;— The  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing problem  is  now  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  nearly  every  municipal  and  city 
council  In  the  Province.  The  Vancou- 
ver city  council  at  its  laHt  meeting 
had  before  it  three  resolutions  on  the 
matter  submitted  by  the  councils  of 
North  Vancouver,  Princ*  Rupert  and 
Nanalmo. 

Fraaer  Valley  Prosperous — The  year 
just  closed  goes  down  in  official  muni- 
cipal records  as  one  of  the  most  pros- 
perous in  the  history  of  the  Fraser 
Valley  in  the  past  decade.  Practically 
every  municipality  ended  the  year  in 
better  financial  condition  than  in  for- 
mer years.  Tax  collections  were  better 
than  any  records  of  the  past  four 
years.

At- 
tendance in  the  reading  room  was  9,613. 
During  Christmas  and  New  Tear's  Days 
the  reading  and  reference  room  atten- 
dance was  890. 

Makes  an  Amendment  —  In  a  report 
from  tbe  Board  of  Works,  In  which  en- 
dorsement was  glveen  to  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  Point  Grey  council  urg- 
ing the  Provincial  Government  to  again 
put  into  force  the  poll  tax,  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  devoted  to  the  Patriotic 
Fund,  the  Vancouver  city  council  passed 
an  amendment,  making  the  poll  tax 
compulsory  for  all  men  between  the 
ages  of  21  years  and  65  years,  with  all 
enlisted  men  exempt. 

To  Take  mefereadum— Whether  the 
weekly  half-holiday  shall  continue  as  at 
present,  on  Saturday,  or  whether  it 
■hall  be  changed  to  some  other  day  of 
the  week,  will  be  decided  by  the  elec- 
tors of  Vancouver  on  Thursday  next,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  civic  elections.  The 
resolution  necessary  to  bring  the  mat- 
ters before  the  electors  has  been  passed 
by  tho  city  council,  following  the  pre- 
sentation of™  a  petition  signed  by  over 
3,700  names. 

O.  ».  ».  Will  Assist— Mr,  W.  A. 
Mather,  assistant  superintendent  of  the 
C.  P.  R.  for  the  British  Columbia  di- 
vision, who  has  Just  returned  from  a 
trip  east,  states  that  the  C.  P.  R.  will 
assist  in  every  way  to  .provide  track- 
age for  the  needs  of  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment. The  company  always  has  a 
considerable  quantity  of  surplus  stock 
on  hand  and  this  will  be  available  for 
the  work  of  railway  construction  in 
Krance. 

Lengthy  Utlgatlon — Over  six  years 
ago  Chas.  S.  Bergklint  commenced  suit 
against  the  Western  Canada  Power  Co. 
for  $15,000  damages  for  injuries.  On 
Tuesday  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 
gave  judgment  dismissing  his  suit  with 
costs.  During  the  past  six  years 
Bergklint  haa  had  his  case  twice  be- 
fore Vancouver  juries,  twice  before  tha 
Court  of  Appeal  and  twice  before  the 
Supremo  Court  of  Canada.

TITS  arise*  Conference — Chief  Inspec- 
tor of  Fisheries  Mr.  F.  H.  Cunning- 
ham and  former  Deputy  Commissioner, 
now  Lieut  D.  N.  Mclntyre,  are  en 
route  to  Ottawa  to  attend  the  half- 
yearly  meeting  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  Fisheries  Advisory  Board.  At 
Vancouver  yesterday  they  met  the 
members  of  tbe  Salmon  Canners'  Asso- 
ciation and  afterwards  left  for  Prince 
Rupert,  where  a  conference  will  be  held 
with  those  interested  in  fisheries.  They 
go  east  from  Prince  Rupert  over  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  en  route  to  Ot- 
tawa. 

Walnuts  Refused  Entry — Fruit  In- 
spector W.  H.  Lyre  has  refused  entry 
tc  Vancouver  of  a  shipment  of  forty 
tons  of  walnut*,  from  Japan.  It  was 
discovered  that  over  three-quarters  of 
the  nuts  were  bad,  and  that  the  ship- 
ment had  been  previously  rejected  at 
San  Francisco  and  Portland  before  it 
was  re-shipped  to  Vancouver.  The 
provincial  'inspector  will  not  allow  the 
walnuts  to,  be  admitted  on  the  ground 
that  it  would  be  an  Imposition  on  the 
public  to  allow  them  to  be  placed  on 
sale.  There  are  over  seven  hundred 
sacks  of  nuts.  The  consignment 
brought  five  cents  a  pound  to  the  ship- 
per  in    Japan   and  was   worth    $20,000.

Clements,  M.P.  for 
Comox-Atlln,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Cunning- 
ham, chief  Inspector  of  fisheries  for  the 
Province,  met  the  Parksvllle  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association,  which  for 
some  time  has  been  agitating  to  Induce 
the  Government  to  establish  a  game 
heh  hatchery  on  Englishman's  River, 
with  the  idea  of  re-stocking  the  trout 
streams  of  British  Columbia.  Many  en- 
thusiastic sportsmen  were  present  to 
discuss  the  proposed  hatchery  with  the 
visitors.  Mr.  Clements  not  only  de- 
clared himself  strongly  In  favor  of  the 
project,  but  promised  his  whole-heart- 
ed support  when  tha  fishery  board 
meets  In  Ottawa.  Mr.  Cunningham  pro- 
mised   his    co-operation.

The  alderman  promised   that  Victoria 
"Weil    should    have  a   public    park,   auch 


M  be  haa  advocated  for  many  year*.  In 
the  Government's  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Reserve,  two  small 
parks  are  laid  out.  He  said  these  were 
too  small,  and  he  hoped  that  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  fpr  a  larger  park. 

"If  the  city  were  left  alone  we  could 
rebuild  the  Rock  Bay  bridge  for  •».oe»." 
Alderman  Todd  went  on.  "But  owing  to 
Influences  brought  to  -bear  at  Ottawa 
we  may  have  to  expend  as  much  aa 
140.000.  These  lnterets  have  used  their 
Influence  at  Ottawa  to  force  Victoria  to 
put  in  a  70-foot  span,  which  Is  abso- 
lutely unnecessary  for  all  the  traffic 
that  will  go  under  that  bridge.  We 
have  simply   been  held   up." 

He  said  that  the  electors  of  Victoria 
should  elect  their  own  police  commis- 
sioners, and  that  thla  body  should  be 
amalgamated  with  the  Board  of  Licen- 
cing Commissioners. 

Coming  to  the  Johnson  Street  bridge, 
his  chief  campaign  issue.  Alderman 
Todd  asserted  that  the  tentative  agree- 
ment between  the  city  and  the  Esqui- 
mau A  Nanalmo  Railway  Co.  was  so 
full  of  defects  that  under  it  the  city 
would  be  Improperly  binding  them- 
selves to  the  railway  company.  He 
said  that  if  the  railway  company  con- 
tinued to  refuae  to  sign  the  agree- 
ment put  forward  by  the  city,  he  be- 
lieved the  city  should  erect  Its  own 
bridge  at  the  foot  of  Johnson  Street. 
He  declared  that  the  city  had  more 
right  to  the  bridge  site  across  the 
narbor  thaji   the  railway  company  has. 

"From  the  completion  of  the  K.  £ 
N.  Bridge  In  1888  until  1909  the  rail- 
way company  did  not  attempt  to  inter- 
fere with  pedestrian  traffic  on  the 
bridge,"  he  continued.  "There  la  no 
doubt  that  the  concession  waa  given 
to  the  railway  .company  to  build  the 
bridge  at  the  foot  of  Johnson  Street 
on  condition  that  It  be  made  available 
to  the  public." 

Alderman  Todd  said  he  was  In  favor 
of  one  bridge,  but  people  had  been 
talking  of  it  for  four  years  and  even 
yet  no  bridge  has  been  built.  But  be- 
cause the  railway  companies  will  not 
sign  their  agreements  protecting  the 
city,  he  said  the  city  should  go  on 
with  the  construction  of  its  own 
bridge. 

"We  are  not  going  to  have  any  more 
millstones,  around  the  neck  of  the 
city,"   he  said. 

H«i  Been  Good  Council 
Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs.  who  was 
chairman,  reminded  the  audience  that 
It  was  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  wedding  of  Victoria  West  to  the 
City  of  Victoria.  He  declared  that 
candidates  were  always  promising 
great  things  for  the  district,  but  for- 
got them  as  soon  as  elected.  He  said 
that  Victoria,  West  has  not  yet  got 
Its  park  or  cheaper  water  rates.  He 
said  one  thing  Victoria  West  did  not 
need  was  better  police  protection,  as 
the  only  people  they  had  trouble  with 
were  those  who  come  over  from  the 
main   part  of   the  city. 

"I  think  the  present  Council  has  been 

a   very  good  Council,"   said   Mr.   Boggs. 

"Hear,   hear,"   came   the   chorus   from 

two   rows   of   aldermen   near   the   front 

of  the  hall. 

Mr.  Boggs  then  called  on  the  alder- 
manic  candidates. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Andros  said  that  In  1812 
and  1913  he  represented  Ward  Four  in 
the  Regina  City  Council.  Because  of 
this  experience  he  thought  he  could  in- 
ject some  "Prairie  vim"  Into  the  Vic- 
toria Council.  He  announced  his  plat- 
ford  as  "progress,  thrift  and  efficiency." 

,JWe  should  foster  a  spirit  of  pride 
in  our  city,  and  stop  the  knocking." 
cried  Mr.  Andros.  "Thrift  can  be  de- 
fined as  the  practice  of  saving  the  other- 
wise worthless  product.  To  have  effi- 
ciency we  must  pay  a  living  wage  to 
civic  employees,  but  if  we  do  pay  more 
we  should  see  that  the  employees  waste 
no  time." 

School  Trustee  Robert  Dlnsdale  said 
that  he  had  served  on  the  City  Council 
In  former  times.  He  declared  himself 
In  favor  of  the  city  constructing  its 
own  bridge  at  the  foot  of  Johnson 
Street.  He  said  the  Rock  Pay  bridge 
should  not  be  reconstructed,  as  it  Jwould 
only  be  a  waste  of  money.  T^fe  Kock 
Bay  bridge,  he  declared,  would  serve 
only  about  a  dozen  people.  The  city 
should  concentrate  on  hurrying  through' 
the   Johnson    Street   bridge. 

Wants  Publicity  at  City  Sail 

"My  main  object  in  running  Is  as  a 
protest  against  the  policy  of  conceal- 
ment carried  on  at  the  City  Hall."  said 
Dr.  A.  A.  Humber.  "I  have  never  been 
able  to  And  a  mayor  or  alderman  who 
would  admit  anyone  was  responsible  for 
what  was  done  in  the  city's  business. 
This  city  is  now  $2,300,000  behind  In 
Its  affairs,  and  this  was  only  found 
out  after  much  efTort.  One  thing  city 
officials  should  have  credit  for  la  that 
they  are  able  to  keep  their  mouths 
closed. 

"I  don't  believe  in  cutting  down  the 
wages  of  the  lower-paid  city  workmen. 
We  should  cut  down  the  higher-paid 
officials." 

"Gentlemen,  all  I  ask  you  to  do  Is 
to  support  me,"  said  Mr.  W.  Luney. 
"I  have  lived  in  the  city  for  30  years 
and  now  I  have  time  to  devote  to  the 
city's  interests.  That's  all." 
Favor's    Civic   Audit 

Mr.  JW.  J.  Sargent  said  he  had  de- 
cided to  come  out  again  for  alderman 
because  many  of  his  friends  said  they 
were  sorry  to  see  that  he  was  not  In 
the  Council  last  year.  He  declared  In 
favor  of  paying  labor  well,  but  at  the 
same  time  observing  economy. 

"I  think  that  It  would  be  a  good 
thing  to  have  a  public  audit,"  he  said. 
"We  should  know  where  we  are  as  re- 
gards our  finances.  Three  years  ago 
I  was  the  only  man  out  of  27  candi- 
dates who  spoke  In  favor  of  a  pub- 
lic market.  Since  then  the  market  haa 
been  established  and  haa  proved  to  be 
a  good  thing.  We  should  also  have  a 
reorganisation  of  our  city  departments." 

Mr.  Sargent  said  It  would  be  better 
If  experienced  men  were  elected  over 
candidates   out    for   the    first   time. 

"A  bunch  of  good  aldermen  may 
twist  a  bad  mayor,  so  It  is  necessary 
that  whoever  Is  elected  mayor  should 
be  supported  by  capable  aldermen." 
aaid  Mr.  J.  Ivan  8eabrook.  "The  sooner 
we  quit  talking  about  our  bad  debts 
the  better.  We  can't  get  people  here 
If    we    advertise    our    debts. 

"If  this  city  had  a  half  million  peo- 
ple we  could  not  get  along  without  Rock 
Bay  bridge.  Why,  If  we  had  half  a 
million  people  our  streets  would  be  a 
seething   mass. 

"The  whole  world  Is  getting  ready 
for  when  the  war  la  over.  The  city 
that  puts  forward  the  moat  original 
Ideas  will  get  the  world  traffic.  We 
must  start  some  Industries  here  at 
once."

""Alderman  ullworth  placed  himself  for 
re-election  on  the  successful  record  of 
the  parks  committee,  of  which  he  Is 
chairman.  He  amid  no  one  should  leave 
a  atone  unturned  to  secure  the  speedy 
completion  of  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge. 

"Next  year  is  going  to  be  on*  of  the 
hardest  years  we  have  had,"  continued 
Alderman  Dilworth.  "There  must  be  a 
lot  of  solid  headwork.  more  headwork 
than  talk.  We  have  got  to  have  effici- 
ency but  economise  on  every  little  frill, 
not  only  as  a  theory  on  election  day, 
but  to  work  It  out." 

"There  has  never  been  a  council  that 
has  pared  to  the  bone  and  got  a  dollar's 
worth  of  work  for  a  dollar,  as  haa  thla 
council,"  said  Alderman  Fullerton.  He 
declared  that  his  reason  for  wanting  to 
get  into  the  next  council  Is  to  see  that 
in  the  adjustment  of  the  tax  delin- 
quencies an  unjust  share  of  the  extra 
assessment  is  not  put  on  the  owners  of 
property  on  unimproved  streets,  which 
outnumber   the  Improved   streets. 

As  chairman  of  the  firewardens,  he 
said  he  was  proud  of  the  efficiency  of 
the  fire  department.  He  recited  the 
city's  case  for  a  reduction  In  fire  Insur- 
ance rates. 

Alderman  Johns  told  of  how  the  effi- 
ciency committee  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber did  away  with  all  except  one  of  the 
civic  officials'  automobiles.  These  wera 
costing  about  83.000  a  year,  one  luxur- 
ious machine  alone  costing  |1H  a 
month.  He  also  cited  the  success  of 
the  public  market,  under  the  committee 
of  which  he  Is  chairman. 

Alderman  Walker  aaid  he  knew  Vic- 
toria West  because  he  used  to  board 
there  when  there  was  nothing  but  wooda 
west  of  the  harbor.  Alderman  Walker 
said  the  council  has  been  careful,  but 
that  there  Is  a  limit  to  retrenchment 
He  said  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Old  Men's  Home  and  cemetery  commit- 
tees, as  well  as  on  the  assessment  com- 
mittee. 

"If  you  don't  elect  me,  I  think  the 
loss  will  be  yours."  he  continued.  "H 
is  very  hard  to  get  up  a  smile  In  that 
council.  They  are  a  very  aober  bunch 
of  people.  I  succeeded  In  getting  up  a 
smile  amongst  the  boys  once  In  a  while. 

He  declared  the  city  horses  were  "too 
terribly   fat  and   lasy." 

Alderman  Peden  said  the  council  haa 
done  everything  It  could  to  introduce 
thrift  and  economy.  As  chairman  of 
the  health  committee,  he  said  the  health 
department  is  the  most  important  In.  the 
city,  as  healthy  conditions  vitally  af- 
fect each  individual.  "If  I  am  elected 
again  there  will  be  nothing  left  undone 
to  Improve  the  health  conditions  in 
this   city,"    he   added.       s

BORDERING  ON  CHANGE 

intanaa  Cold  far  *e»  Worth  IS  UxpaoUd 

to  afaka  laSnaaea  Yen  Kara 

Shortly 

"the  ocean  storm  area  that  held  up 
ths  cold  wave  forming:  in  the  far  North 
with  tba  opening  .of  the  new  year  by 
Ita  pressure  inland  across  the  Prov- 
ince "  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  waa 
centred  last  night  In  the  Province  of 
Alberta.  This  la  a  widespread  storm, 
and  Ita  Influence  has  been  felt  over 
a  tremendous  area.  Heavy  snowfall 
closed  In  over  the  major  portion  of 
this  Province  yesterday  behind  the 
low  barometer  area,  and.  In  face  of 
the  storm,  temperatures  were  falling 
last  night  In  the  Eastern  Prairie 
Provinces.  Snow  was  also  reported 
from  many  points,  the  fall  in  Winni- 
peg yesterday  amounting  to  five  inches. 
(.Seditions  seemed  to  point  to  very 
cold  temperatures  and  possibly  heavy 
bllssards  In  the  Prairies  within  the 
next  day  period.  General  heavy  rain 
on  the  Coast  southward  to  California 
State  during  the  last  three  days,  has 
been  duo  to  the  same  storm    Influence. 

The  prevailing  southerly  winds 
which  have  maintained  mild  tempera- 
tures at  this  point,  veered  to  westerly 
during  yesterday  with  every  prospect 
of  becoming  northwesterly  by  tonight. 
In  the  meantime  the  below  zero  tem- 
peratures have  become  Intense  In  the 
Yukon,  with  54  below  sero  at  Dawson, 
and  the  northern  portion  of  thla  Prov- 
ince, where  Atlln  reported  28  below, 
and  these  temperatures  are  gradually 
encroaching  from  the  north,  precipi- 
tating frost  In  the  coast  region  of 
Prince  Rupert,  and  heavy  anow  In  the 
Cariboo.  The  snowfall  In  the  Cariboo 
haa  been  almost  continuous  and  most 
phenomenal  considering  the  progress 
Winter  has  made  on  the  calendar.  This 
region  Is  now  the  borderland  between 
mild  and  cold  weather  conditions,  and 
considerably  colder  temperatures  are 
expected  to  develop  In  the  near  future 
accompanied  by  ths  usual  physical 
manifestations. 


Information  relating  to  the  operations 
of  those  companies  In  which  capital  of 
alien  enemies  is  Involved  Is  being 
sought  by  the  Dominion  Government, 
which  has  been  in  communication  with 
the  Provincial  Government  to  that  end. 
What  action  the  Ottawa  authorities  con- 
template taking  is  not  known  here,  but 
within  the  past  month  considerable  cor- 
respondence between  the  two  Govern- 
ments has  taken  place,  and  It  is  expected 
here  that  at  the  forthcoming  session  of 
the  Federal  House  some  definite  action 
towards  segregating  such  properties,  so 
that  alien  enemies  shall  no  longer  bene- 
fit, will  be  taken. 

It  la  no  secret  that  In  a  number  of 
concerns,  chiefly  mining,  enemy  capital 
is  heavily  invested,  in  fact  in  one  coal 
mine  on  Vancouver  Island  the  chief 
shareholders  are  Germans  of  title  and 
mostly  Prussians. 

The  Federal  Government  Is  the  only 
authority  which  can  take  any  action  of  a 
war-time  character  towards  dealing  with 
such  properties,  but  naturally  it  prefers 
to  consult  the  Provincial  authorities 
within  the  limits  of  whose  Jurisdiction 
such  properties  He,  and  It  is  with  this 
idea  in  mind  that  of  late  Ottawa  has 
been  In  communication  with  the  British 
Columbia  Government. 

This  question  probably  will  be  one  of 
a  number  which  Premier  Brewster  will 
discuss  with  sir  Robert  Borden  while  in 
Ottawa  attending  the  conference  to  be 
held  on  the  10th  Inst.  The  meeting  is 
called  primarily  to  discuss  the  question 
of  providing  for  the  returned  soldiers, 
Sir  Robert  Borden  having  recently  re- 
quested the  Provincial  Government  to 
send  a  representative.  The  Federal  Gov- 
ernment's policy,  which  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  forthcoming  Dominion  ses- 
sion, has  been  adopted  in  principle,  but, 
with  a  view  to  securing  uniformity  be- 
tween Federal  and  Provincial  policies, 
the  conference  has  been  called. 

Premier  Brewster  will  leave  tonight 
or  tomorrow  afternoon  for  the  East.  He 
will  take  advantage  of  his  trip  to  take 
up  with  the  Federal  Cabinet  a  number 
of  subjects  of  Importance  to  British  Col- 
umbia, notably  the  encouragement  of 
the  Iron  and  steel  Industry,  as  well  as 
the  whole  mining  industry,  with  special 
reference  to  the  protection  of  metals  for 
the  Empire's  war-time  needs;  fisheries, 
and,  perhaps,  the  question  of  "better 
terms,"  will  be  revived.  The  commis- 
sion which  was  appointed  to  deal  with 
this  latter  matter  Is  still  In  existence, 
but  has  been  doing  nothing  for  some 
time.  It  Is  probable  that  the  Premier 
will  suggest  a  revival  of  its  activities. 
Defaults  Interest 

The  Government  has  been  notified  by 
the  P.O.E.  Railway  Company  that  It  will 
be  unable  to  meet  the  payment  of  In- 
terest on  bonds  guaranteed  by  the  Prov- 
ince and  due  on  the  16th  Inst.  The  pay- 
ment will  have  to  be  met  by  the  Prov- 
ince. This  will  be  the  third  interest  pay- 
ment on  the  guaranteed  bond  which  the 
Province  will  have  had  to  meet,  the  oth- 
er payments,  of  f!llfl,016  each,  having 
fallen  due  in  January  and  July  of  last 
year. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  Hon.  Ralph  Smith,  Minister  of 
Finance,  with  the  Bank  of  Commerce  for 
financial  accommodation  to  carry  along 
until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  March 
31,  at  a  rate  of  between  two  and  three 
per  cent. 

Fuller  Information  relative  to  the 
financial  operations  of  the  office  of  the 
Agent  General,  at  London,  has  been  re- 
quested of  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  by  Hon. 
Ralph  Smith,  who  recently  sent  a  re- 
quest to  Sir  Richard  for  details  of  cer- 
tain expenditures  which  had  been  made 
and  the  accounts  sent  to  the  Depart- 
ment, but  there  has  been  no  accompany- 
ing explanation  of  the  reason  for  the 
outlays.  Fuller  and  more  detailed,  ex- 
planations are  sought  by  the  Minister, 
who  Is  also  requesting  a  report  relative 
to  the  present  financial  status  of  the 
Province's  new  premises  in  London,  com- 
pleted last  year,  and  in  which  are  housed 
the  offices  of  the  Agent  General.

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First  Meeting  Held  at  Victoria 
West  Last  Night — Aldermen 
Porter  and  Todd  Enunciate 
Their  'Mayoralty  Platforms. 


The  1917  municipal  campaign  waa 
opened  with  a  meeting  last  night  in  the 
Victoria  West  School,  attended  by 
some  fifty  persons,  almost  one-third  of 
whom  were  candidates.  The  two  can- 
didates for  the  mayoralty.  Aldermen 
Porter  and  Todd,  spoke  for  half  an  hour 
each. 

Alderman  Porter  placed  himself  on 
record  as  favoring  action  to  establish 
all  the  railway  terminals  on  the  Indian 
Reserve  where  the  companies  can  ex- 
change cars.  In  connection  with  this  he 
advocated  a  bridge  across  the  harbor 
mouth  at  Laurel  Point  to  make  the 
ocean  piers  the  Dominion  Government  la 
constructing  at  the  outer  wharves  "part 
and  parcel"  of  the  reserve  terminals.  He 
also  advocated  the  conatructlon  of  a 
canal  from  l£squlmalt  harbor  through 
to 'the  headwaters  of  the  Gorge.  This, 
he  said,  would  make  the  upper  part  of 
the  Gorge  "the  finest  pleasure  resort  In 
North   America." 

"I  contend  that  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge  should  be  rushed  to  completion,'* 
said  Alderman  Porter,  going  further  Into 
hia  platform.  •'It  is  very  necessary  for 
Victoria  Went.  If  the  railway  com- 
panies do  not  enter  Into  the  agree- 
ments with  the  city  for  the  bridge,  I 
will  move  for  taking  the  question  to 
the  Dominion  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners. They  are  the  people  who 
can  bring  railways  and  other  corpora- 
tions  to    time." 

JJxUnd    Time    for   Tax    Payments 

Dealing  with  the  tax  delinquency 
tangles.  Alderman  Porter  said  there 
were  so  many  local  Improvements  pass* 
ed  in  1910,  1911  and  1912  that  the  city 
could  not  keep  track  of  them  all.  Super- 
vision was  not  sufficient  and  the  work 
cost  more  than  It  should.  In  many  ex- 
propriation cases,  moj  wbs  paid  for  a 
few  feet  In  front  of  "'a  lot  than  the 
whole  lot  was  worth. 

"My  idea  of  tax  relief  is  the  exten- 
sion of  the  time  for  payment  of  local 
Improvement  assessments,"  he  said.  "Ex- 
tending the  time  of  payment  from  10  to 
25  years  would  afford  great  relief  to 
property  owners.  There  are  some 
cases  which,  besides  this,  will  require 
special  treatment,  auch  as  Pandora, 
Hillside   and   Douglas    Streets." 

He  declared  In  favor  of  the  day  labor 
system,  which  has  proved  most  satis- 
factory, many  of  the  civic  works  being 
carried  out  under  this  system  at  far 
below  the  contractor's  estimate.  He 
said  a  change  should  be  made  in  the 
election  of  the  City  Council,  one-half 
the  aldermen  retiring  each  year,  to 
leave  the  others  to  carry  on  the  city 
work    with    some    continuity. 

Dealing  with  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge,  he.  explained  that  the  Govern- 
ment agreed  first  to  contribute  $175,000, 
then' $200,000,  to  the  bridge,  the  Esqui- 
mau and  Nanaimo  Railway  Co.  $80,000, 
and  the  B.C.  Electric  $50,000, only  when 
they  began  to  use  the  bridge.  The 
Canadian  Northern  would  participate 
only  by  contributing  $25,000  when 
pressed  by  the  Government.  As  the 
city  failed  to  get  the  Interested  parties 
to  sign  their  agreements,  the  City  Coun- 
cil last  June  asked  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  take  over  the  negotiations. 

"I  am  in  favor  of  putting  the  Rock 
Bay  bridge  across  on  the  old  site  In 
front  of  the  Rock  Bay  Hotel,"  he  con- 
tinued. "It  would  cost  less  and  serve 
Victoria    West    better." 

"I  feel  that  If  the  citizens  of  Victoria 
took  more  interest  in  the  doings  of 
their  Council,  we  would  get  better  re- 
sults," he  went  on.  "I  have  been  try- 
ing to  work  up  Interest  In  the  cam- 
paign during  the  last  few  days.  It  is 
true  that  Just  before  election  every 
year  there  is  a  spasmodic  outburst  of 
Interest,  but  this,  however,  soon  sub- 
sides after  the  campaign  Is  over." 

Alderman  Porter  declared  that  the 
reason  for  the  failure  of  the  sewerage 
system  at  Skinner's  Flats  was  that  the 
engineers  tried  to  make  water  run  up- 
hill. 

anxious  to  Protect  City 

Alderman  Todd,  the  other  mayoralty 
candidate,  said  that  too  much  attention 
ought  not  to  be  paid  to  election  plat- 
forms, as  they  often  turn  out  to  be 
boomerangs.  He  told  of  his  achieve- 
ments, being  a  member  of  the  market 
committee,  of  the  Are  wardens  who 
have  charge  of  our  most  excellent,  but 
expensive'  Are  department."  and  of  the 
committee  which  has  been  working 
for  a  reduction  of  the  fire  Insurance 
rates   of  Victoria. 


"I  think  It  would  be  a  good  plan  for 
voters  to  enquire  Into  the  past  history 
and  reputations  of  the  candidates,  and 
to  form  their  opinions  on  those  grounds. " 
said  Alderman  Cameron.  "One  subject 
which  should  receive  s  good  deal  of  at- 
tention la  our  assessment  system.  I

The  tax  delinquency  committee  of 
the  City  Council  adjourned  until  Jan- 
"uary  If  yesterday  afternoon  after 
making  arrangements  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  committee  by  the  addition 
of  eleven  or  more  representatives 
from  the  Affiliated  Friendly  Societies, 
the  Victoria  Real  Estate  Exchange,  the 
Civic  Retrenchment  Association,  the 
Victoria  and  Island  Development  Asso- 
ciation, the  Rotary  Club,  the  Board  of 
Trade,  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council 
and  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association. 
These  members  will  be  added  at  the 
next  meeting.  They  will  be  chosen  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  organlca- 
tlona  which   they   will   represent. 

During  the  session  several  speakers 
declared  thla  was  an  Inopportune  time 
for  the  tax  delinquency  committee  to 
carry  out  its  work.  Mr.  F.  Lands- 
berg  said  that  nothing  much  could  be 
done  until  the  city's  balance  sheets 
for  1916  were  issued.  City  Comptrol- 
ler Raymur  said  this  would  not  be  un- 
til February.  He  added  that  without 
these  It  would  be  difficult  for  the 
members  of  the  committee  to  get  ac- 
curate data  on  which   to   work. 

It  waa  proposed  that  the  committee 
adjourn  until  February,  when  these 
statements  will  be  out,  but  Aldermn.n 
Todd  opposed  this  aa  he  said  the  com- 
mittee should  not  delay  action.  Ita 
recommendations  would  have  to  be 
placed  before  the  next  session  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature.  Unless  the 
work  was  speeded  up  the  city's  pro- 
posals would  have  to  go  over  to  the 
1918  Legislature.  A  compromise  post- 
ponment  of  two  weeks  was  made,  at 
which  time  the  members  hope  they  will 
have  something  to  work  on. 

"It  Is  unfortunate  that  this  thing 
has  come  up  Just  at  the  time  when 
the  aldermen  In  office  are  willing  to 
bow  and  scrape  to  everyone  to  get 
votes  at  the  municipal  election,"  said 
Alderman  Bell.  "It  Is  an  Inopportune 
time  for  solving  these  problems.  It 
is  providential  that  this  matter  Is  now 
being  laid  over  until  after  the  elec- 
tion. This  little  'stunt'  has  already 
fulfilled  its  work  as  an  election  dodge." 
Hake  ttaaaoee  intelligible 

Mr.  C.  T.  Cross,  of  the  Victoria  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  suggested  that  the 
City  Council  ahould  take  action  to 
popularise  the  yearly  balance  sheet. 
He  said  that  the  form  of  the  present 
statement  Is  so  complicated  that  ths 
ordinary  man  can't  understand  what  It 
Is  about. 

"The  form  of  our  balance  sheets  le 
Just  for  accountants,"  he  said.  "I 
guarantee  that  half  the  members  of 
the  Council  can't  understand  it.  Tour 
object  should  be  to  issue  it  In  such 
a  form  that  the  ordinary-  cltlsen  ran 
understand  what  he  Is  up  against  as 
regarda   the   finances   of   the   city." 

Mr.  Howard  Chapman  said  that 
something  ahould  he  done  to  retain  the 
services  of  either  Alderman  Todd  or 
Porter  on  the  tax  delinquency  com- 
mittee after  the  municipal  election,  aa 
one  of  them  had  to  be  defeated.  \« 
declared  that  some  sacrificing  citizen 
might  run  for  the  Council  on  the  un- 
derstanding that  he  Would  yield  his 
seat  to  the  defeated  mayoralty  candi- 
date. 

Mr.  Frank  Andrews  said  that  the 
longer  the  city  postpones  grappling  with 
the  problem  of  delinquent  local  im- 
provement assessments,  the  heavier  will 
be  the  burden  placed  on  the  genersi 
taxpayer. 

"Sooner  or  later  the  city  has  got  to 
get  behind  these  local  Improvements 
with   borrowed   money   and   help   to  psy

When  the  war  broke  out  she  had  but 
recently  returned  from  South  Africa, 
where  her  husband  was  the  first  Gov- 
ernor-General. She  gathered  round  her  this  week 
an  earnest  band  of  workers,  and,  with  ' 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
men  in  the  several  fields  of  war  she 
prepared  supplies  for  them  which  have 
been  sent  regularly  ever  since.  Some 
of  the  officers  and  men  whose  services 
were  no  longer  needed  nearer  home  are 
now  In  France  and  elsewhere. 

Neither  they  nor  the  men  who  have 
been  left  to  guard  trie  territory  they 
have  taken  will  be  forgotten  for  Lady 
Gladstone  Is  as  busy  now  as  she  wan 
In  the  first  months  of  the  war.

Will  Make  Systematic  Collec- 
tion of  Old  Newspapers, 
Magazines  and  Catalogues 
— Big  Revenue  Is  Expected. 


The  school  children  of  Victoria  and 
the  adjoining  districts  havs  enthusi- 
astically taken  In  hand  tha  collection  of 
newspapers,  magaalnes,  catalogues,  etc., 
for  ths  Red  Cross  8oclety,  and  ths  en- 
terprise looks  like  a  certain  success- 
Ths  society  has  mads  arrangements  to 
dispose  of  all  newspapers,  properly 
folded  up  and  tied  In  bundles,  at  ISO 
per  ion  In  Victoria. 

Old  magaalnes,  catalogues.  copy 
books,  compositions  and  examination 
papers,  when  properly  sorted  and  bun- 
dled, are  also  worth  |2v  per  ton;  so  are 
old  ledgers,  minute  and  account  brooks, 
counter    books  and    similar    records. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society   realised   that   ths   collec- 
tion   of    these    papers    and    magaslnes 
could   be   more   efficiently   done   by    the 
school    children    than     by     any     other 
agency.      The    school    boards    gave    the 
necessary    permission     and     the     whole 
plan  was  explained  to  most  of  the  city 
schools    before    the    holidays,    and    this 
will  be  done  at  the  rest  of  the  schools 
in  the  district  as  soon  as  they  reopen. 
It   Is   proposed   that   each   school   sp- 
polnt  a  committee  to  manage  the  busi- 
ness of  collecting,  sorting  and  bundling 
the     papers,     books,     magaslnes,     cata- 
logues, etc.,  to  keep  records  of  quantity, 
and  to  develop  the  enterprise  so  as  to 
get  best  results  for  the  school.    When 
a  reasonable  wagon  load,  say  a  ton,  Is 
collected    the    Red    Cross    will    arrange 
cartage.  \ 

About  20  *00  papers  p*r  day  are  cir- 
culated In  Victoria  and  (district.  These 
weigh  about  6,000  pounds  and  would  be 
worth  150  per  day  to  the  Red  Cross 
Society.  If  ths  schools  succeed  In  sav- 
ing half  of  them  the  monthly  Income 
from  newspapers  alone  will  be  $760. 

Everyone  is  earnestly  requested  to 
save  their  newspapers,  old  books,  maga- 
zines and  catalogues.  It  Is  quits  easy 
to  light  the  fire  and  wrap  ths  washing 
with  other  kinds  of  waste  paper.  Where 
there  are  no  school  children  in  ths 
house,  there  may  be  some  next  door. 
If  not.  a  message  to  the  principal  or 
one  of  the  teachers  at  the  nearest  school 
will  result  In  a  prompt  arrangement  be- 
ing made  to  call  for  papers,  etc..  if  they 
cannot  conveniently  be  delivered  at  the 
school. 

Business  houses  are  requested  to  as- 
sist by  bundling  up  all  superfluous  ac- 
count books  and  records.  Including 
counter  clips,  as  well  as  by  saving  pa- 
pers and  catalogues,  and  advising  the 
schools  where  and  when  to  call  for 
them.  Those  who  have  motors  or 
other  delivery  rigs  could  help  by  deliv- 
ering them  at  the  school  In  which  they 
are   most   Interested. 

It  Is  particularly  requested  that  there 
should  be  no  Interference  with  papers 
and  magazines  being  sent  to  the  front 
or  to  any  military  or  other  public  In- 
stitutions. 

This  enterprise  should  commend  it- 
self to  everyone,  ss  It  assists  the  great 
Red  Cross  cause,  eliminates  waate,  pro- 
motes thrift  and  gives  an  opportunity 
for  a  valuable  training  for  the  next 
generation,  not  only  In  thrift,  but  In  the 
business  organisation  required  to  make 
the  collection  a  success.  For  these 
reasons  the  Red  Cross  Society  Is  leav- 
ing the  whole  matter  In  the  hands  of 
the  pupils  of  all  the  schools  and  will 
publish  their  records  at  regular  Inter- 
vals.    _

I  do  not  declare  that 
I  was  actuated  by  philanthropy.  But  I 
did  suggest  that  the  release  of  the 
French  champion  would  probably  result 
In  the  French  war  relief  funds  gaining 
materially. 

"This  suggestion  met  with  the  appro- 
val of  a  number  of  prominent  Ameri- 
can women  who  are  interested  in  war 
relief  work.  They  lent  their  assistance 
to  tbe  movement  and  have  been  untiring 
In  their  efforts  to  obtain  a  furlough 
for  Carpentler.  The  boxer  Is  more  than 
willing  to  cony,  which  he  has  sig- 
nified by  signing  the  contract  I  sent 
to  him. 

"It  was  therefore  with  considerable 
astonishment  that  I  learned  definitely 
that  certain  boxing  managers  in  this 
olty  have  been  employing  all  their 
spare  time  in  writing  letters  to  the 
French  military  authorities  protesting 
against  ths  granting  of  a  furlough  to 
Carpentler.  While  I  do  not  think  these 
letters  will  defeat  the  plan,  they  have 
had  the  effect  of  delaying  notion  by  the 
French   officials. 

"It  seems  strange  that  a  plan  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  one  I  started  cannot 
be  permitted  to  proceed  without  the 
petty  attacks  to  which  it  has  been  sub- 
jected. However,  in  spite  of  this  in- 
terference I  will  succeed  in  my  under- 
taking." 

OLD-TIME  RULES 

NO  WSSEM  FREAKISH 

Baseball    Batter   Of   a     Generation    Ago 
Could  Call  for  the  Ball  Xo  De- 
sired From  Pitcher 


Many  of  the  old-time  rules  governing 
baseball  now  seem  very  freakish  to 
the  fans,  but  the  one  which  seems 
strangest  of  all,  perhaps,  was  that 
which  gave  the  "knocker"  or  "striker" 
the  privilege  of  demanding  from  the 
pitcher  a  high  or  a  low  ball.  It  was 
at  a  meeting  held  In  New  Tork  46 
years  ago.  November  80,  1S70,  that  this 
rule  was  adopted.  Up  to  1870  the  pit- 
cher could  heave  the  pellet  where  he 
pleased,  but  the  knocker  didn't  have 
to  take  a  smash  at  It  until  be  was 
good  and  ready.  That  was  pie  for  the 
batsman,  but  tough  on  the  hard- 
working pitcher  and  the  sweltering 
spectators. 

In  the  games  of  1870  the  pitcher  was 
required  to  put  the  ball  over  "fairly 
for  the  striker,"  and  if  the  latter  let 
good  ones  go  by  strikes  were  called  on 
him,  and  if  the  third  good  one  was 
caught  either  before  It  touched  the 
ground  or  on  the  first  bound  the  bats- 
man was  out.  However,  no  strike  was 
called  on  the  first  ball  pitched,  unless 
the  striker  struck  at  it  and  missed  it. 
The  rule  adopted  in  November,  1870, 
which  gave  tbe  striker  the  privilege 
of  calling  for  a  high  one  or  a  low  one, 
was  put  Into  effect  the  following  sea- 
son, which  was  the  first  year  of  the 
National  Association,  the  forerunner  of 
the  National  League.  A  high  ball  was 
defined  as  between  shoulder  and  waist, 
and  a  low  one  was  between  waist  and 
knee. 

If  the  batter  got  what  was  ordered 
from  the  pitcher,  and  didn't  strike  at 
It,  a  strike  was  called  on  him  anyway. 
If  the  striker  didn't  exercise  a  prefer- 
ence, a  strike  was  called  on  him  If  the 
ballj  was  "fair,"  which  meant  between 
the  shoulder  and  the  knee.  After  1878 
the  batter  had  to  call  for  either  a  high, 
low.  or  fair  ball.  This  practice,  which 
now  seems  so  absurd,  was  not  abolish- 
ed until  1887.  Imagine  Ty  Cobb  being 
-privileged  to  call  for  the  aort  of  ball 
he   wanted!

VANCOUVER,  B.C.;  Jan.  3.— Mr. 
Charles  Godson,  of  Vancouver,  is  the 
man  who  is  reconstructing  ths  steamer 
Zaflro  and  ths  sum  of  S90.000  is  being 
s^ent  in  fitting  ths  vessel  for  another 
spell  of  seafaring  after  soma  years  of 
Idleness.  With  the  exception  of  the 
engine,  all  contracts  will  be  let  locally 
and  Mr.  William  Howie  has  been  given 
the  contract  for  cleaning  out  the  hull 
and  old  boilers.  The  contract  for  the 
engine  has  been  given  to  the  Atlas 
people,  who  will  Install  a  Ave  hundred 
horse  power  engine,  which  will  give 
the  ship  a  speed  of  nine  knots.  The 
contract  for  plank  sheathing  has  not 
been  let,  but  will  be  awarded  locally. 
Norwegian  interests  and  a  Chicago  Arm 
are  already  negotiating,  but  Mr.  God- 
son said  today  that  an  English  concern 
with  whom  he  in  in  negotiation  may 
take  delivery  of  the  vessel. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Zaflro 
cornea  as  the  result  of  the  tremendous 
'shortage  of  tonnage  caused  by  the  war 
and  the  corresponding  Jump  in  freight 
rates.  The  Zaflro  was  formerly  a  Brit- 
ish steamer  and  at  the  battle  of  Manila 
Hay,  when  Dewey  ran  short  of  coal, 
he  bought  ship  and  cargo.  Some  years 
ago  the  Zaflro,  which  is  a  steel  vessel, 
brought  up  In  8eattle  and  was  bought 
by  a  Vancouver  man,  who  practically 
stripped  hsr.  Since  then  she  has  been 
moored  at  North  Vancouver  and  now 
she  ie  undergoing  alterations  which 
will  ssnd  her  to  sea  again  but  this 
time  she  will  use  sails  and  auxiliary 
power. 

The  Job  is  under  the  superintendence 
of  Captain  8.  F.  Mackenzie  and  the 
steel  hull  will  be  sheathed  with  three 
and  a  half  inches  of  planking.  The 
vessel  will  step  three  masts,  carrying 
the  fore-and-ef ter  rig  of  a  sahooner  and 
the  big  auxiliary  engine  will  be  shipped 
well  aft.  Accommodation  for  the  mas- 
ter will  be  provided  amidships,  while 
the  chief  engineer  and  his  assistants 
and  the  mates  will  And  their  accom- 
modations in  the  stern.  The  hatches 
will  be  enlarged  and  there  will  be  three 
of  these,  each  eleven  feet  wide  by  twen- 
ty feet  long.  The  vessel  will  burn 
electric  light  and  will  have  sufficient 
fuel  capacity  to  take  her  on  a  voyage 
of  5,000  miles.  As  a  eteamer,  the  Za- 
flro carried  about  100  tons  dead  weight. 
As  a  motor  ship  she  will  carry  1,800 
tons  dead  weight  and  2,300  tons  meas- 
urement. Mr.  Godson  declares  that  she 
will  be  a  most  economical  vessel  to 
run  and  will  be  In  commission  early 
this  year.  May  at  the  latest.'  Ths  re- 
construction of  this  vessel  at  North 
Vancouver  is  attracting  considerable  in- 
terest among  shipping  men.  One  of  the 
few  other  caees  of  a  steamer  belnir 
turned  into  a  sailing  ship  is  that  of 
ths  Chilian  four-masted  barque  Curzon, 
which  has  loaded  lumber  here  on  many 
occasions  but  she  has  an  auxiliary  en- 
gine, as    the   Zaflro   will   have.

The  document  will,  it  is  oonAdently 
felt,  receive  the  signatures  of  all  those 
to  whom  It  is  submitted.  It  clearly  de- 
fines the  purpose  for  which  it  is  being 
circulated,  and  Is  self  explanatory,  and 
the  general  feeling  Is  that  with  all  pub- 
lic bodies  working  in  harmony  the  de- 
sired result  may  be  obtained.

Excellent  Majesty  Queen  Victoria 
thought  fit  to  approve  of  certain  terms 
and  conditions  for  the  admission  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  into  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  one  of  the  terms 
of   union   being: 

"$.  The  influence  of  the  Dominion 
Government  will  be  used  to  secure 
the  continued  maintenance  of  the 
Naval  Station  at  Esquimau."  And  an- 
other being: 

"12.  The  Dominion  Government 
shall  guarantee  the  Interest  for  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  the  completion 
of  the  works.^at  the  rate  of  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  on  such  sum,  not 
exceeding  £100,000  sterling,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  construction  of  a 
first  class  Graving  Dock  at  Esqui- 
mau." 

2.  A  graving  dock  was  duly  built  and 
completed  on  or  about  the  year  1881 
capable  of  docking  such  ships  a*  were 
at  that  time  sailing  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and 

3.  Since  that  time  ships  have  in- 
creased in  magnitude,  so  that  the  grav- 
ing docks  completed  in  1881  1*  no 
longer  capable  of  docking  the  larger 
ships  of  today,  and 

4.  During  the  last  ten  years  a  large 
number  of  ships  which  would  have 
been  repaired  at  Esquimau  had  not  our 
old  graving  dock  been  too  small  and 
antiquated,  were  obliged  to  go  to  ports 
in  the  United  States  for  repairs,  costing 
in  some  individual  Instances  as  much 
as  $200,000,  to  the  loss  of  the  port  of 
Esquimau,  and  of  the  people  of  British 
Columbia,  and 

5.  In    the    meaning    of    the   terms   of 
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S.  Two  years  have  passed  since  the 
Domlnlea  Government  in  the  year  1S14 
•elected  Lang's  Cove  ia  Esquimau  a* 
the  site  for  a  modern  graving  Seek,  and 
purchased  a  large  acreage  surrounding 
that  waterfront  a*  a  location  for  build- 
ings, machine  shops,  and  factories  a*  ac- 
cessories to  the  graving  dock,  and 

7.  With  the  exception  of  tbe  purchase 
of  said  real  estate  no  further  progress 
has  been  made  toward  tbe  building  of 
said  graving  dock,  and 

t.  It  I*  advisable,  in  order  te  keep 
faith  with  tbe  terms  ef  union,  that  work 
upon  the  actual  construction  of  the 
graving  doek  should  not  be  longer  de- 
layed, and 

S.  This  1*  a  moat  opportune  time  for 
commencing  the  work  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  firm  ef  Sir  John  Jackson 
Limited  ha*  about  completed  the  great 
breakwater  at  Victoria  harbor,  and  1* 
fully  equipped  with  machinery  en  the 
spot  to  undertake  tbe  building  of  the 
new  graving  dock  upon  moat  favorable 
terms,  and  could  complete  said  dock,  if 
started  shortly,  in  time  So  take  car*  of 
th*  great  shipping  in  teres  to  which  will 
concentrate  upon  tbe  Pacific  after  the 
war.     Therefore, 

10.  Tour  petitioners  humbly  pray  that 
the  Dominion  Government  will  at  the 
coming  session  of  Parliament  place  in 
the  estimates  a  sufficient  sum  to  war- 
rant th*  ratification  of  a  contract,  and 
will  enter  Into  a  contract,  with  Sir  John 
Jackson  Limited,  or  with  *****  other 
reputable  firm,  to  build  *nd  equip  a 
first  class  graving  dock  with  all  of  the 
modern  accessories  at  Esquimau  *•  may 
be  considered  to  be  necessary  to  com- 
ply with  tbe  terms  of  union  above  re- 
ferred to,  said  work  to  b*  started  and 
well  under  way  during  th*  year  ltlT.

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  raise  the  sum 
of  140,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  steel  bascule  swing  or  lift  bridge  across 
Victoria  Harbor  at  Rock  Bay,  and  repair- 
ing and  strengthening  the  trestles  and  ap- 
proaches   of    said    Rock    Bay    bridge: 

And  whereas  It  is  expedient  to  make  the 
principal  of  the  said  debt  repayable  tn 
such  yearly  sums  during  the  period  of 
twenty  til)  years  aa  are  shown  In  Section 
I  of  this  By-Law.  pursuant  to  Section  17, 
subsection    4    <c)    of    the    Municipal    Act; 

And  whereas  tbo  whole  rateable  land 
and  Improvements  or  real  property  of  the 
aald  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria, 
according  to  the  last  revised  Assessment 
Roll   for    the   year   llll.    was   117.141.

And  whereas  the  total  amount  required 
to  bo  raised  annually  by  rate  for  paying 
the  debt  which  will  be  created  hereunder, 
and  the  Interest  thereon  for  twenty  years 
according  to  law  la  shown  In  Section  I  of 
this   By-Law; 

And  whereas  this  By-Law  may  not  be 
altered  or  repealed  except  with  the  con- 
sent   of    the    Lieu t. -Go vernor-in- Council; 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  enacts 
as   follows: 

1.  It  shall  bs  lawful  tor  tne  Mayor  and 
Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the 
said  Corporation  by  way  of  the  debentures 
hereinafter  mentioned,  from  any  person  or 
persons,  or  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who 
may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same  as  a 
loan,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  In 
the  whole  the  sum  of  140.000  gross,  cur- 
rency or  sterling  money,  at  the  rate  of 
14.11  2-1  to  the  one  pound  sterling,  and  to 
cause  all  such  sums  so  rslsed  or  received 
to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  Corporation  for  the  purposes 
and    with    ths    object    hereinbefore    recited;

MINING  INDUSTRY 


Tbe  Spokane  Spokesman-Review 
quotes  Mr.  J.  McKay  as  telling  an  In- 
teresting story  concerning  how  Louis 
Johnson  discovered  a  mine  and  devel- 
oped It  himself,  despite  the  greatest 
transportation  difficulties.  The  property 
In  question  is  the  Union  mln«,  on  the 
north  fork  of  the  Kettle  River,  B.C. 
"An  extension  of  the  Kettle  Valley 
railroad  was  promised,  but  Johnson 
would  not  wait.  When  he  had  shot  out 
sufficient  ore  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  payroll  he  hired  a  team 
and  had  the  rook  hauled  to  Grand 
Forks,  a  distance  of  27  miles,  for  $12 
to  115  a  ton.  Johnson  has  continued  the 
process  with  such  Industry  that  as 
many  as  100  head  of  horses  have  been 
cngaRed  at  one  time  In  moving  the 
product  At  the  same  time  long  drifts 
have  been  run  on  the  ore  at  a  depth  of 
ISO  feet  and  fine  '  stopes  opened.  A 
lower  tunnel  has  been  started  in  the 
direction  of  the  ledge.  Johnson  has 
taken  out  $100,000.  and  he  declined  ah 
offer  of  $$60,000  for  the  property  re- 
cently, I  was  told  before  leaving  the 
Held.  Only  four  yoars  have  passed  since 
he  stuck  a  pick  Into  the  ground. 
There  are  several  prospects  of  gen- 
erous promise  in  the  Kettle  river  valley. 
The  content  of  the  greater  number  Is 
copper  and  gold  only.  The  owners  of 
these  properties  expect  them  to  yield 
substantially  when  rail  transportation 
has  been  provided.  Production  has  been 
curtailed  recently  by  the  limitation  of 
the  Oranby  smelter,  which  has  been  af- 
fected by  the  shortage  of  coke.  A  re-

A  very  lucid  and  instructive  address 
was  given  last  night  by  Professor 
Adam  Shortt,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Canadian  Club,  at  the  Girls'  Central 
School.  The  assembly  hall  was  com- 
fortably filled  by  members  and  friends 
of  the  Club  and  the  Women's  Canadian 
Club  and  the  University  Women's  Club 
were  well  represented. 

Professor  Shortt  chose  for  his  ad- 
dress "The  Canadian  Outlook,  National 
and  Financial."  He  began  with  a  re- 
ference to  the  wonderful  ability  of  Eng- 
land, from  the  earliest  days,  In  devel- 
oping not  only  her  own  energies  and 
resources,  but  those  of  her  numerous 
colonies  as  well.  She  had  done  this  in 
the  face  of  great  difficulties,  making 
her  beneficial  influence  felt  among  the 
peoples  of  the  different  races  and  over- 
coming all  obstacles  that  stood  in  the 
way  of  production  and  trade  develop- 
ment and  today  the  whole  world  was 
obliged  to  pay  tribute  to  her  for  her 
economic  ways. 

It  was  only  natural  that  the  Professor 
should  refer  to  the  war,  and  in  a  brief 
review  of  the  events  he  showed  clear- 
ly how  Germany  had,  from  the  time  of 
Bismark,  cunningly  planned  for  the  day 
when  she  should  deliver  the  brutal 
stroke  upon  unsuspecting  and  unprepar- 
ed Europe  that  would  give  her  the 
mastery  of  the  world. 

A  glowing  tribute  was  paid  to  the 
staunch  way  in  which  the  Allies  with- 
stood the  onslaught  and  how  the  colon- 
ies rushed  to  the  side  of  Mother  Eng- 
land, offering  freely  of  their  men  and 
their  resources.  A  great  deal  bad  been 
done  in  this  respect,  but  circumstances 
demanded  that  we  should  do  more  and 
the  only  efficient  way  in  which  this 
could  be  accomplished  was  through  na- 
tional service,  which  should  be  effected 
without  delay  in  order  that  full  use 
might  be  made  of  our  resources. 
Preparedness 

As  regard  any  future  conflict  in  which 
Canada  might  be  engaged,  the  speaker 
favored  a  system  of  preparedness  en- 
tailing the  maintenance  during  times  of 
peace  of  only  a  small  body  of  expert 
officers  and  enough  men  to  form  a 
nucleus  aroung  which  could  gather  In 
case  of  war  an  army  of  capable  men 
who  could  soon  be  trained  for  service. 
"The  principle  of  militarism  Is  that 
you  must  strike  first  and  strike  hard 
and  then  discuss  the  question  after- 
ward. That  Is  the  German  idea,"  said 
the  Professor. 

It  was  owing  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  no  such  German  militarism  in  the 
United  States  at  the  time  war  broke 
out  that  permitted  of  Canada  leaving 
her  borders  unprotected  while  sending 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  men  to 
fight  overseas.  It  was  unpreparedness 
that  impressed  every  neutral  country 
that  Great  Britain  did  not  make  this 
war  and  this  fact  was  so  plainly  ap- 
parent to  Italy  that  she  saw  through 
the  German  scheme  and  Intrigue  and 
consequently  cast  in  her  lot  with  Eng- 
land and  her  Allies  on  the  side  of 
justice. 

Germany  built  up  a  great  war  ma- 
chine under  the  pretence  that  on  ac- 
count of  her  having  no  natural  barriers 
of  defence,  militarism  was  necessary  as 
a  protection  against  the  countries  by 
which  she  was  surrounded.  "There  is 
one  danger  in  this,"  said  the  speaker. 
"When  you  have  men  so  trained  from 
their  youth  up  and  their  minds  always 
running  in  that  line,  it  is  unreasonable 
to  expect  that  they  should  not  look 
forward  to  fighting." 

Speaking  on  Canada's  relation  to  the 
rest  of  the  Empire  on  the  completion 
of  the  war.  Professor  Shortt  strongly 
favored  the  present  system  of  sending 
the  responsible  head  of  our  Government 
as  a  delegate,  with  like  delegates  from 
the  other  colonies,  to  Imperial  confer- 
ences where  matters  of  import  to  the 
several  countries  might  be  discussed 
and  the  best  course  to  follow  decided 
upon,  after  which  the  question  would 
be  referred  to  those  Interested  for  their 
final  approval.  He  preferred  co-oper- 
ation on  a  free  and  Independent  basis 
through  the  medium  of  such  confer- 
ences rather  than  the  cast  Iron  conces- 
sions which  would  be  obtained  through 
a  minority  representation  In  an  Imperial 
parliament. 

Colonial  Prssdom 
History  was  quoted  to  show  how  the 
rigid  adherence  to  Imperial  laws  as 
affecting  colonial  matters  lost  to  the 
British  Empire  the  American  colonies. 
In  short,  the  situation  was  summed  up 
in  that  the  head  must  allow  the  arms 
and  legs  room  In  which  to  stretch 
themselves.  It  is  now  many  years 
since  England  has  allowed  her  colonies 
that  freedom  which  has  served  to  ce- 
ment the  Empire  in  every  way,  and 
should  we  now  decide  on  sending  a  few 
representatives  to  an  Imperial  parlia- 
ment we  would  soon  And  ourselves  In  a 
hopeless  minority.  We  would  be  so 
small  that  our  voices  would  never  bs 
heard  In  our  own  interests  and  ouf*wel- 
fare  and  freedom  would  be  jeopardised. 
"We  must  follow  the  normal  histori- 
cal lines  that  Great  Britain  has  always 
followed,  and  It  la  ths  glory  of  the  na- 
tion that  there  is  nothing  compulsory 
to  hinder  the  outgrowth  of  the  free 
British  spirit.  Every*  nation  In  former 
history  has  fallen  on  the  basis  of  com- 
pulsion, but  Britain  is  freer  today  then 
she    ever    was." 

Professor  8hortt  then  went  on  to 
show  how  In  the  '&0's  the  cities  of  East- 
ern Canada  had  Indulged  the  follies  of 
land  booms  and  the  consequent  direful 
results.  Just  as  the  West  has  done.  Pep- 
pie  left  the  country  and  crowded  Into 
the  cities.  Townsltes  were  surveyed 
and  the  building  of  railways  under- 
taken. Much  money  was  borrowed  and 
all  of  it  was  spent  and  the  people  were 
under  the  delusion  that  they  were  mak- 
ing this  money  and  everyone  went  In 
for  a  good  time.  But  when  the  interest 
on  all  his  money  had  to  be  paid  It  waa 
paid    out    of    the    next    borrowings. 

It  was  soon  found  that  there  were 
no  agricultural  producing  districts  and 
that  the  food  supply  was  coming  from 
across  the  border,  with  ths  result  thst 
wheat  which  sold  in  normal  times  for 
75c  and  $1  went  to  $2  and  stayed  at 
that  for  some  months,  while  It  held  at 
$1.50  for  four  years.  Eggs,  which  were 
so  sad  10c  a  dosen  before  the  boom, 
went  to  So  each,  or  00c  a  dosen,  and 
everything   els*   rose   proportionately. 

Naturally  this  condition  of  affairs 
led  to  a  oollapoe  and  municipalities  In 
Ontario  got  stranded  and  appealed  to 
the  legislature  to  bs  taken  over.  Just  ss 
South   Vancouver   is   now   doing.     This 


Municipal  Loan  Fund,  end  in  '87  ths 
Federation  took  thorn  over.  Just  as  ad- 
versity   always    leads    to    union. 

The  consoqvenc*  waa  that  the  credit  of 
the  Government  of  Old  Canada  west  down 
and  down  and  finally  a  small  loan  was 
negotiated  at  a  hlgb  rate  of  interest  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  the  country  on  its 
feet.  Drastic  measures  were  necessary, 
however,  and  although  many  people  loot 
large  sums  of  money  thereby,  townsltes 
were  abolished  and  the  land  put  to  agri- 
cultural uses,  modern  machinery  employed 
sod  thrift  and  economy  exercised  which 
finally  developed  into  an  era  of  well- 
rounded  prosperity.  With  production  of 
all  the  food 'supplies  that  the  country  waa 
capable  of  the  high  coat  ot  living  waa  re- 
duced, and  consequently  It  was  possible  to 
lower  wages  without  lessening  their  pur- 
chasing power,  thus  permitting  tha  de- 
velopment of  Industries  which  otherwise 
would  not  have  been  possible  under  the 
high  prices  demanded  for  land  and  th* 
high  wages  and  cost  of  materials  which 
eliminated  all  chance  of  competition  with 
neighboring  districts. 

Must  Paeo  Situation 

Parallel  conditions  exist  in  this  fair 
Province  of  Itritlah  Columbia  today.  "How 
are  you  going  to  help  your  steel  industry, 
your  shipbuilding  and  other  Industries  un- 
der the  prices  existing?"  asked  the 
speaker.  "Tou  must  face  the  situation. 
That  Is  what  we  had  to  do  In  Ontario  and 
we  are  gradually  re-establish tng  ourselves. 
Governments  cannot  be  held  to  blame  for 
■uch  conditions,  for  It  Is  the  fat.lt  of  the 
people  themselves.  It  Is  the  duty  of  the 
Government,  however,  to  organize  and  as- 
sist In  every  way  and  it  should  not  be 
used  to  force  unnecessary  things  upon  the 
people. 

After  this  war  Great  Britain,  the  great 
money-lending  agency  upon  whom  the 
whole  world  relies,  will  be  searching  for 
fields  for  Investment  of  her  capital,  and 
Canada  must  be  prepared  to  meet  compe- 
tition and  the  world  conditions,  and  she 
must  be  able  to  supply  labor  for  her  in- 
dustries on  a  normal  basis,  and  in  order 
to  do  this  she  must  produce  what  she  Is 
capable  of  producing  and  economlie  to 
meet    the    situation. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker 
was  moved  by  Mr.  John  Cochrane,  vice- 
president  of  the  Canadian  Club,  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Jenkins,  vice-president  of  the  Wo- 
men's Canadian  Club,  and  carried  amidst 
great  applause.  Mr.  James  Format!,  vice- 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  occupied 
the    chair. 


DISSATISFACTION  IN 

WESTERN  GERMANY 


An  Amsterdam  despatch  to  The  Lon- 
don Chronicle  says: 

"It  Is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
for  the  German  Government  to  keep  the 
masses  at  home  under  control,  while 
at  the  same  time  it  is  striving  to  give 
the  impression  to  the  outside  world 
that  all  is  going  smoothly  within  the 
frontiers.  Such  a  glimpse  Into  West- 
ern Germany  as  I  was  enabled  to  ob- 
tain today  is  therefore  doubly  interest- 
ing and  enlightening. 

"My  informant  is  a  German  who  has 
Just  reached  Holland  from  Cologne,  and 
who  Is  now  suffering  severely  owing 
to  the  sudden  change  from  the  scanty 
adulterated  substitute  foods  of  his 
native  land  to  the  rich  viands  of  Hol- 
land. He  declares  that  life  in  Cologne 
at  present  is  unrecognisable  from  for- 
mer conditions  in  this  once  gayest  city 
of  Western  Germany.  You  must  not 
do  this  or  that,  otherwise  you  are  li- 
able to  preventive  arrest;  and  once 
that  happens,  heaven  help  you!  No- 
body believes  the  promises  made  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  in  regard 
to  the  recasting  of  the  law  dealing  with 
preventive  arrest. 

"Regarding  the  new  compulsory  civil- 
ian work  bill,  my  Informant  says  that 
the  great  masses  of  working  people  re- 
gard Its  proposals  with  the  deepest  sus- 
picion and  mistrust,  as  being '  likely 
to  cause  them  Immediate  financial  and 
social  injury.  The  bill  in  its  present, 
which  is  probably  also  Its  final,  form, 
contains  no  guarantees  that  workmen 
will  be  employed  according  to  their 
capacity  or  will  receive  the  same  wages 
as  before. 

"So  grave  has  become  the  dissatisfac- 
tion among  workers  in  the  industrial 
areas  that  frequent  huge  demonstra- 
tion are  being  held  In  Essen,  Cologne, 
and  other  centres.  Men  are  also  de- 
manding an  immediate  Increase  In 
wages  to  meet  the  high  prices.  Strikes 
are  frequently  and  suddenly  breaking 
out,  Indicating  that  In  spite  of  all  re- 
pression the  workmen  are  beginning 
^secretly  to  reorganize  against  the  gen- 
eral   severity    of    conditions. 

"Cologne  Is  now  experiencing  a  great 
scarcity  of  potatoes,  forcing  the  muni- 
cipality to  buy  turnips  and  other  roots 
to  supply  the  deficiency.  The  author- 
ities are  showing  deep  anxiety  over  the 
question  of  feeding  the  people  during 
the  coming  Winter,  and  there  are  Indi- 
cations that  plans  will  shortly  be  pub- 
lished for  wholesale  compulsory  muni- 
cipal feeding.  These  plans  have  a  dou- 
ble object,  namely,  to  enable  stocks  of 
food  to  be  controlled  to  the  best  pos- 
sible advantage,  and  also  to  liberate  an 
Immense  number  of  women  from  do- 
mestic work  In  order  that  they  may  de- 
vote themselves  to  labor  of  a  direct  na- 
tional   or  military  character. 

"This  combing  out  is  expected  to  pro- 
vide another  4.000,000  soldiers  of  one 
sort  or  another." 


Moral  Principles  at  Stake. 
The  country  will  not  hear  of  peace 
except  upon  the  terms  which  ahe  laid 
down  when  she  entered  the  war,  and 
from  which  she  has  never  even  thought 
of  departing.  She  is  as  determined  to 
smash  "Prussian  mllltarlam"  as  Amer- 
ica was  In  the  sixties  te  preserve  the 
Union  and  to  smash  negro  slavery.  She 
believes  that  moral  principles  of  the 
same  order  are  at  stake,  and  that  the 
abandonment  of  these  principles  would 
be  as  fatal  to  her  as  a  like  abandonment 
would  have  been  to  the  Union  In  1882.
